HARLES Edward, eldeſt Son of the Preten- 

der, was, from his Birth December 20, 1720, ho- 
nour'd as Prince of Wales, not only by the fugitive Britiſb 
and Iriſb Noblemen, but by the Pope and the People of 
Rome. Fully convinced of his Right, he ever flattered 
himſelf with the Proſpect, and embraced every Propoſal 
that was made for the Recovery of his Throne, In the 
Year 1735, the moſt likely Way for obtaining it was laid 
down by Simon Lord Lovat, who, upon a Diſguſt for be- 
ing turned out of his Captaincy in the Independant High- 
land Companies, and the Office of Sherift-Principal of In- 
verneſs, contrived the Rebellion, and by the moſt dextrous 
Policy whetted the Minds of the Clans, and ſpirited them 
to Arms, by repreſenting the Feats of their Anceſtors in 
Favour of the Stuart Family; he communicated his. 
Scheme to Perth, Drummond of Bochaldie, and ſome o- 
thers, who, inthe Year 1740, ſent FohnMurray of Brough- 
ton with a Petition to the French Court; who ſoothed them 
with fair Promiſes, but made Heſitation about the Method 
of Invaſion. Cardinal Fleury artfully ſuggeſted, that a Bo- 
dy of Swedes were more likely to gain the Affections of the 
People than an Army of French, and therefore propoſed, 
that the Scheme ſhould be executed by them; and thus 
put off the Petitioners till a more tickliſh Time, when he 
mightemploy the Chevalier to Advantage. All Things, 
as they thought, being ready for the Invaſion, and he 
being declared Regent of Scotland, ſet out Fanuary fol- 
lowing for Venice, in his Way to France, full freighted 
with Hopes, which were damped a little by the overturn- 
ing of the Chaiſe when about half a Mile from Rome; 
the Superſtitious about him conſtrued this as a bad Omen; 
yet a Thirſt after Power, entirely removed every Sulpici- 
on of a Diſappointment ; here he continued his Corre- 
Wondence with the Diſaffected, and was ready to put to 
| Sea. 
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„ 
Sea with a Fleet of Tranſports, conducted by a French 
Squadron then lying at Duntirt, when King George got 
Intelligence of his Scheme; and, upon the 1 5th of February, 
imparted the Deſign to both Houſes of Parliament, who 
addreſſed him in the moſt loyal Manner, promiſing to 
ſtand by him with their Lives and Fortunes, and paſſed 
an Act, making it High Treaſon for the Pretender,or any 
of his Sons, to land in Britain, or any of the Dominions 
thereto belonging, Every thing was put in the beſt Poſ- 
ture for defeating any Attempt, whether ſecret or open, 
and Addreſſes were prelented to the King from all Parts 
of Britainand Ireland, He returned ſoon after to Rome, 
and informed his Father what he had done ; here he con- 
tinued till the Spring of the Year 1745, when again he 
ſet out for Paris, in a Chaiſe that broke down with him 
juſt about the Place where it formerly had done; being 
come hither, he was again amuſed by the Court of Ver- 


ſailles, and had a regular Correſpondence with the Chiefs 


of the Clans, who generally gave him the greateſt Satiſ- 
faction in their Anſwers, and rendered him fo confident 


of Succeſs, that upon their craving a Delay of the Matter, 


he ſaid to Murray, that he was fo fully reſolved on the 
Expedition, that he would go, tho' afhſted by none; 
and it is obſervable, that in the memorable Year 1745, 
he ſo precipitately, aſter the Battle of Fontenoy, hurried 


into the Scheme, that he would not ſo much as wait an 


Anſwer from the Chieſtains which were then upon the 
Road diſſuading him from his Enterpriſe ; for he directly 
rode to Port Laxare in Britany, where, on the 3d of 
Jud, he went on board a ſmall Veſſel of 16 Guns, and 
was joined off Belleifle by the Elizabeth of 64, who were 
both attacked in 47 Deg. 57 Min. N. L. 39 Leagues 
Weſt from the Meridian of the Lizard, by the Lion Man 
of Warof58 Guns. The Engagement continued 5 hours, 
and then both Sides were glad to part, after having done 
each other great Damage. The Elizabeth returned, 
but the Frigate purſued her Paſſage, with the Che- 
valier and ſeven Attendants, whom I take to be the 
Marquis of Tullibardin*, eldeſt Brother to the Duke 
of Athaie, who was attainted for Rebellion, 1715. 
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*The Family of Attole, ha ve been long Lairds of Twllibardin , 
and, by marrying the Heirels, were firſt Earls, then Marg ies 
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Mac Domatd, who was Lieutenant-Colonel in the 51/4 
Brigades. Sir Thumæs Sheridan, an Iriſh Gentleman. Co- 


lonel O Sullivan an Iriſhman, bred in a Romi/h College a- 
broad, where he entred into Prieſt's Orders; (as ſeveral 
Ir iſßb and Scots Highlanders do) after which he was recom- 
| mended to Mareſchal Aaillebois, by whom he was retained 
as domeſtick Tutor to his Son. The Mareſchal, perceir- 
ing in him a military Genius, encouraged his applying that 


Way, which he did with ſuch Succeſs, that having attend- 
ed his Maſter in his Expedition againft Corfica; he acted ag 
Secretary. This he did to the great Honour both of him- 
felf and Patron; his Reputation grew; he ferv'd twg 
Campaigns, one in Ita), the other on the Rhine, and at- 
tained the Reputation from the Generals of being the beſt 
irregular Warrior in: Europe; nor was his Knowledge in 


the fegular much inferior to that of the wiſeſt Command- 
er; he was Director of the Pretender's Artillery, and Ad- 


de- Camp. Mr. Kelly, who was a long Time in the Tow- 


er, upon the Affair of the Biſhop of Norheſter. Mr. Mit- 


chel, his Valet- de- Chambre, a Man who was long about 


the Old Pretender, and carried on the Courtſhip betwixt 
him and the Princeſs Sabiggi; a Negro cloſed his Retinue. 


However true it may be, that he landed from Ut; 
where he was about a Week, in Ardnamurchan, in the 


Manner he deſcribes; yet certain it is, that a Frigate of 


16 or 18 Guns was ſeen off ſome of theſe Weſtern Hlands 


about that Time. He brought with him 700 Stand of 


Arms, befides Ammunition, and 25,000 J. in Cath, * 
Upon the 24th of 7uly he ſailed to the Entrance of 
Loch-Soinard, went to the Houſe of Donald Mac- Donald 
of K:nnhch-Moidart, whenee he intimated his Arrival to 
his beſt Friends. Cameron of Lochiel repaired to him, 
but refuſed at that Time to join, till the Chevalier pro- 


duced the French King's Obligation to favour his Expedi- 
tion with all his Force. The Camierons met, and the 
Queſtion being propoſed, Whether or not join the Pre. 
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and now Dukes of Athole, The Muvays were as frequent perhaps 
a8 any Surname in Sotland ; were poffeſſed of very large Territo- 


r1es in the North, ſuch as Svtherlznd, Murray, &c. But were out- 
rhe Catti. However, many great Families yet re-

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tender? the Majority were of Opinion, it was riſking too 
much, and therefore declined, offering to confine their 
Chief, leſt he ſnould engage in ſo deſperate an Attempt; 
but he told them that it was impoſſible he could dip deeper 
than already he had; for, ſays he, I have correſponded 
with him.” Then was the Scheme agreed to. The Ca- 
merons ſet up his Standard at Glenphillin, with this Motto 
in Latin, The good Cauſe at laſt triumphing. Numbers 
of thoſe, who had been in the Plot with him, repaired 
thereto from the Iſles, ſuch as Clanronald, &c. and ſeve- 
ral Papiſts, who lived in Argyle's Lands, haſten to the 
mad Eſſay. And now he marched to within a Mile of 
Fort-MWilliam, where he encamped ; here he was joined 
| by the Stuarts of Appin under Ardſbiel, the Mac-Donalds 
1 of Glengary, Keppoch, Gleuco: For the Mac-Gregors and 
| _ Athole Men had not come in yet. He made them the 
largeſt Promiſes, was very popular among them, gave 
the private Men no leſs than eight Pence per Day at firſt; 
1 nothing was wanting to their Encouragement, for, when 
| ſome Mac-Donalds belonging to Aeppoch attacked about 
70 new-raiſed Men of St. Clair's Regiment, whom they 
. took Priſoners, he gave them the Booty, viz. 50 l. The

's may not be improper to give a Sketch of the Characters 
| of the Perſons principally concerned in this Rebellion. 
And, firſt, of 55 | F | | 
| . Fame Drummond, commonly called Duke of Perth, 
ix (an Honour conferred on his Grandfather, the Chancellor, 
'F by King James VII. a little before the Revolution, tho? 
1 the Patent did not paſs the Seals) was a young Man, 
Chief of a noble Family, which firſt came from Hungary, 
in the Days of Malcolm Can more, and matched with the 
Royal Offſpring ( Annabella Drummond, the Daughter of 
Drummond of Stobhall, being married to K. Robert III. 
bore him K. James I. and fix Daughters) was good-na- 
turd, mild and affable; fond of a Country-life, and of 
 Horſe-races; at which his Horſes frequently won the 
Prize. He lay under great Obligations to the Go- 
vernment; for tho' the Chancellor went to France with 
K. James, and his Father was in the Rebellion 17 15, yet 
he peaceably poſſeſt his Eſtate, But, forgetful of thoſe 
great Favours, by the Inſtigation of his Mother, a Daugh- 
ter of the Duke of Gordon's, generally look'd on as a Ro-

man Catholic, he ſhook off his Allegiance to the mildeſt of 
Kings; and roſe in Arms to overturn a Government, to 
which he certainly owed ſome Gratitude ; but what can 
be expected from a Man of the beſt natural Diſpofition, 
when educated in wrong Principles, both with reſpect to 
civil and eccleſiaſtical Affairs. | . 

Jobn Murray of Broughton, a Man of no extraordi- 
nary. Merit, and groſly ignorant of the Intereft of his 
Country, was frequently abroad in the laſt 3 Years before 
the Pretender's landing, and on bis Arrival in Aranamur- 
chan he was the firſt that came to him from the Low- 
Countries; on which he was made his Secretary, but 
knew very little of his Intrigues, being only a Subſcriber 
ef his Declarations for Form's Sake. | 
Donald Cameron of Lochiel, Chief of an ancient Fa- 
mily, was a very humane Gentleman, and had given great 
Proofs of his Inclination to civilize thoſe of his Name, 
who had been odious ſome time paſt for a thieviſh Diſpofi- 
tion, which frequently ſhewed itſelf in open Robberies. 
His Country is fit for Grain and Paſture; but his lazy 
Clan, averſe to Improvement, were always ready to em- 
brace every Occaſion of Spoil. Trials have been made 
by Merchants, who underſtood Trade, of ſettling among 
them, and ſetting up a Fiſhery ; but ſuch of them, and 
their Neighbours, as got Credit, were ſure to break their 
Truſt; at which Lochiel was truly ſorry; yet for this 
Reproach, and their Rebellions fince the Revolution, they 
were never employed in the Army, Church or State. 
However, as he was allowed the Poſſeſſion of his Lands, 
It is hard to ſcreen him from the Imputation of Ingratitude 
towards his Benefactors. Fo 
Donald Mac-Donald junior of Clanronald, a known 
Papiſt, has in South-Liſt, an Iſland of 24 Miles long, an 
Eſtate of about 700 l. per annum, is reckoned a very good- 
natured Gentleman; but the Misfortune is, that his Clan, 
who live with himſelf, and are Roman Catholicks, have 
little or no Communication with, the Continent (except 
once a Year, that ſome Drovers tranſport their black Cat- 
te) which makes them utter Strangers to the civil Policy. 
Their Religion recommends an Abhorrence of the eccle- 
haſtical Conſtitution; no Arts or Sciences ; prevailing 
among them, their Exerciſe is the Sword, and Education 
the Accounts of their Sea-Fights with the Mac Leans, 
and their Rebellions ſince the Revolution. Theſe Men 
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are generally of n very low Stature, and, as in Lochabas, 
fpeak the Iris Tongue, and deſpiſe our Laws; juſt as 
F their Progenitor ohn of the Iles, who uſurped the Name 
of King, and his Father Alexander, whoſe Eſtate was 
: forfeited for Rebellion anno 147 b. 
Aexander Mac Donald of Keppoch was a well-bred Gets 
| tleman, tho of ſmall Fortune, and, was it not for the 
frequent Robberies of his Vaſſals, his Name would” have 
been little known. This Man's Father being in Mac In- 
toßb's Lands, which are perhaps as good as any in the 
Highlands, refuſed to pay the Rent to the lawful Proprie- 
tor; on which Mac Inteſb raiſed ſome of his Clan, and 
got a Company of Soldiers, who ſet out to bring Kepporh 
to Juſtice; but, upon hearing of their Ae he 
muſtered his Vaſſals, and fought them at Mulroy, where 
1 the Captain was killed, and 200 more, the reſt being put 
| to Flight, 1689. 

The Stuarts of Appin, ever zealous for the Pretender, 
joined the Chevalier under Stuart of Ard/biel, a Gentle- 
man of good Parts, tho' miſapplied. : 
The Mac Donalds of Glengary, who united under their 

 Chieftian's ſecond Son, are much like thoſe of Keppoch, of 
Rehder Size, but very poor, and addicted to Theft and 
obbery : If any Religion be among them, it is Popery. 
he 125 Mac-Dinalts of Glenco have a ſmall Income, 
live in a Glen about four Miles long and half a Mile 
broad, at a Diſtance from Politeneſs, and like many other 
of the Rebels, drowned in Ignorance, were ready to en- 
age in the moſt deſperate Cauſe, when a Proſpect of 
Plunder was before them. 
Lauchlan Mac-Lauchlan of Ce- Laucblan, had a mall 
| Eſtate | in Argyleftire, was 2 very genteel Man; but, as his 
Forefathers had loſt their Poſſeſſions for Rebellion, and 
by their Feuds with the Family of Argyle, he was eaſily 
brought into the Scheme. I knew ſome of his Officers, 
Men of O Sulhuan's Education, who attended this Ex- 
pedition. This Clan is far from being mamefous, but 
their Men are ftrong. 

I need not ſpeak of the Mur. Gregors, who were obliged 
to change their Names into Drummond, Graham, Gordon, 

Murray, &c. an Act being paſt againſt them, in the 
Reign of James I. for Seditions and Murders. They 
were diſpoſſeſſed of BroadaBine, took up Arms in this and 
ether Rebellions, judging that in the Midſt of Commo- 
Cone they might abs advanced. 

Such 
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Such were the Abettors of this Inſurrection Theſe 
were the Men the young Pretender brought with him for 


reinſtating the Britiſb Iſle in their Religion, Laws and Li: 
berties, to remove the Incroachments made upon a free 
People, and ſecure them in the Enjoyment of their va- 
luable Rights ! | 

The Peptic at London, (for the King had been 
abroad fitice May 3.) did all they could to ſuppreſs this 
Rebellion, as will afterwards appear. Sir Hector Mac- 
Lean, and Bleau of Caſtlebill, who had been taken up on 
Bufpicion of Treaſon, June 5. were ſent up to London, 
where they underwent a long Examination, but little 
could be made from the decyphered Letters about them, 
yet a Proclamation was publiſhed over Britain and 
Treland, ſetting 30,000 Pounds Sterling on the Head 
of the Pretender, Auguſt the 6th 1745; which when he 
faw, he iſſued out another, ſetting the like Sum on the 
Head of his preſent Majeſty: Some who were ſuſpected 
were ordered to be ſeized. Captain Campbel of Invera, 


Was ſent with a Party to take the Duke of Perth. Invera 


went to him, took him aſide, and after telling him his 
Buſineſs, Perth ſaid Defire Patie Murray (a Gentleman in 
the Company) to peat with me. This the Captain did, 
but, in the mean Time, Perth went out by a ſecret 
Paſſage which leads to the Kitchen, made the beſt of his 
Way through his Park, at the very Time that the Party 
of the Highland Watch were entring the Avenue from 
the other Side to ſeize him. From this he croſſed over to 


Angus, and rode through the North Country 7ncognito, 
with only one Servant, and fo arrived at the Camp of the 


young Chevalier. On the 28th of Jah, Fohn Graham, 


alias Mac-Gregor, the younger of Glengyle, was commit- 


ted to the Caſtle, on Suſpicion of Treaſon. His Father 
had been early in the Rebellion ; for at Daalſpider, a 
Place five Miles from any Houſe, he ſeized upon 40 Sol- 
diers in the Night-time. Auguſt 13th, John Mac-Leod 


from Holland, and on the 23d, James Rollo of Powhouſe, 


were confined to the Caſtle,” I leave the Reader to ima- 
gine the Caſe of People at that Time. Such as knew the 
ighlandefs, were jultly afraid; others, who did not, 


laughed at the Matter. An original Letter from the Pre- 


tender, to one of the Chieftalns, was intercepted, and a 
Copy of one to another; but, when read, ſome looked 
upon it as a Chimera, 1 ſuppoſe a young Man, with 7

many others, too tedious here to mention. _ | 
Mean Time, while all are at a Loſs what to think of 


the Chevalier's Attempt, or the Reports about him, an 


Expreſs, of Date Augu/t 5. from Sir Duncan Campbell of 


Lochnel, with the Accounts of Eye-Witneſſes, put his land- 


ing beyond all Doubt. That Gentleman's Letter was tran- 
ſmitted to the Regency, who had ordered Lieutenant- 
General Cope, Commander in Chief of the King's For- 
ces, in Scotland, to diſperſe the Rebels; but that Officer 


either from a natural Incapacity, or from his Apprehen- 


ſions of the People he had to deal with, very poorly exe- 
cuted his Orders. Never was more Induſtry uſed to mag- 
nify the Numbers of the Enemy than now; to give 
one Inſtance: A Chairman called Mac-Lean came to 


Edinburgh, and being brought before the Magiſtrates, de- 
 clared that he ſaw an Army in Ardnamurchan, which oc- 
cupied in Camp as much Ground as. lies betwixt the Cal- 


toun and Leith, which is about a Scots Mile, That he 


alſo ſaw four or five Ships hovering upon the Coaſt, and 
ſeveral Men, whoſe Dreſs he particularly deſcribed, land 


from them; a ſpecial Size was aſligned their Cannon 


the Chevalier was magnified as one of the ſtrongeſt Men 


upon the Earth; and, in fine, nothing was omitted which 


might conduce to help their Cauſe. 


Scotland before this was in perfect Peace; few Forces 
Were in it, and theſe but new-levied Men; for, as the 
Generality of the People were well- affected, except in 


thoſe Parts where the Rebellion broke out, it was Judged 


neceſſary only to keep a few for garriſoning the forts, and 
awing the Smugglers ; ſo that theſe Inſurgents laid hold 
of the propereſt Seaſon, after the Repulſe of our Forces at 
Tourney, to invade a Country almoſt naked and unprepared. 

General Cope, in Obedience to his Inſtructions, at laſt 
iſſued out his Orders, of Date Auguſt 13, to the ſeveral 
Parties of the Troops to repair to their reſpective . Poſts. 


Arms and Ammunition were ſent to the Camp at Stir- 
ling, and to the Garriſons from the Caſtle of Edinburgh. 
On the 19th Cope, accompanied by the Earl of Lowdon, 


and ſeveral Officers, ſet out from Edinburgh for Stirling, 
| | | e . to 
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to put himſelf at the Head of the Army, which conſiſted 
of about 2190 Men in all, viz. Murray's Regiment of 
Foot; 8 Companies of Laſcelles's; 2 of Guiſe's; 5 of 
"Lee's; 183 of the Highland Regiment; Gardner's and 
Hamilton's Dragoons. is es at Ob 
On the 21ſt, the General marched from Stirling with 
the Infantry, and 6 field Pieces, 2 Cohorns, and teveral 
covered Waggons, leaving the Horſe behind, as they 
could not get Forage in the Country through which he 
was to paſs: So, croſſing the Firth by Stirling-Bridge, he 
' proceeded by the Way of Taybridge to {nverneſs, where 
he arrived on the 29th. Mean Time, the Chevalier, who 
had advanced to Coreyerriog, a Hill about 6 Miles from 
Fort-Auguſtus, finding he had nothing to oppoſe him, 
marched forward with the few (about 1900) which he 
had, and theſe very ill armed, many of them wanting 
Firelocks, reached the Braes of Athol on the 3oth, and 
came next Day to Blair, the Duke of Athol's Seat, on 
which the Duke and ſeveral Fyfe Gentlemen removed to 
Edinburgh. Had Cope attacked the Rebels now, he, in 
all Probability; would either have then difperſed them, or 
made ſuch a Diverſion with his Forces, as would have 
obliged them ſoon to diſpand; but this Gentleman's Mis- 
fortune was to be unacquainted with the Country (againſt 
which he was prejudiced) and to truſt the Reports which 
ſo much ſwelled the Numbers of his Enemies. 
The Pretender continued at Blair till the zd of Septem- 
ber, when he mov'd toward Dun teld. That Day a De- 
tachment of. his entred Perth, and next Day proclaimed 
his Father King, and him Regent. In the Afternoon he 
entred the Town on Horſeback, amidſt the Acclamations of 
his own Party. There his Standard was ſet up. The Per- 
ſon called Duke of Perth, the Raberiſons and Mac Gregors, 
Lord Nairn, Mercer of Allie, Oliphant of Gaſt, and all 
who had little to loſe, Bankrupts, Papiſts, and ſuch as were 
outlawed by Church and State, publickl y reſorted hither, as 
to an Aſylum. Theſe Rabertſons are Mac Donalds, be- 
ing come from one called Robert, as Numbers of other 
Names, ſuch as Mac Nauchtan, Mac Arthur, &c. who 
ſpring from one Man, who has done ſomething remarka- 
ble, for which they adopt his Name; they were reduced 
for Rebellion againſt James IV. Lord Nairn is a Son of a 
ſecond Brother of the Duke of Athole's who married the 
Heireſs of Nairn, He was in the Rebellion 1715, and

The Dragoons kept about 6 Miles before the Rebels, both 
haſting forward to Edinburgh ; where no ſooner Notice 
was got of what paſſed, than all Precautions were taken 
for preſerving the Place. From the Moment they left 
Perth, the City had repeated Accounts of them. Num- 
bers of Volunteers, Miniſtets, Advocates, Merchants and 
Writers, (ſome of whom ſtood Centry at the Gates) not 
only bore Arms themſelves, but liberally contributed 
by Subſcription to raiſing a 1000 Foot for his Majeſty's 
Service. ES 


About 18 pieces of Cannon were brought from the 
Caſtle, and planted upon the Ports of the Ton; Ram- 
pou: Palliſadoes, and Barricadoes, were erected at the 
ates and Walls. And, beſides the Engineers who came 
from England, the worthy Mr. Mac Laurin, the Archi- 


nmedes of the Age, contributed to fix the Batteries. 


The Banks, publie Offices, and the moſt valuable Ef- 
fects of ſome private Perſons were ſecured in the Caſtle. 
On Sunday the 14th in the Morning, the City was 
alarmed, with the Approach of the Enemy ; the Gates 
were ſhut, Hamilton's Dragoons were ſent for to join 
Gardner's at Corftorphin ; however, public Worſhip be- 
gan, as uſual, about 10 o'Clock ; but at 11 the Bell was 
tolled, which the Congregations taking for a Signal of the 
Enemy's advancing, they flew out of the Churches. The 
Magiſtrates cauſed the Volunteers, about 400, and Trained- 
Bands, about rooo, to draw up in the Lawn-Market, and 
Parliament-Cliſe, where they made a very fine Appear- 
ance, Numbers carrying a Musket who were capable of 
buying a Captain's Commiſion. Hamilton's Dragoons 
came from Leith at an hard Trot. I ſaw them ride thro” 
the City brandiſhing their Swords ; heard them huzza as 


they paſt, which was chearfully anſwered, not only by 


thoſe in Arms, but by the whole Crowd; the Horſes and 


Men, tho' raw and young, looked extremely wal, and 


any Man would have been tempted to put too much Truſt 
in them, which I fear too many did. They proceeded 
to Corflorphin, where they joined Colonel Gardner, who 
frequently declared, that had they been with him at Srir- 
fig, he could have ſtopped the Enemy's Paſſage, A lit-

ge after; the whole City-Guard, together with the Edin- 
burgh Regiment, marched out, and halted on the Eaſt. 
Side of Colt- Bridge, about a Mile from the City, in Ex- 
pectation of being joined by the Volunteers, who demur- 
red at this; for, as they only engaged to defend the 
Town, they thought they ſhould keep within it, which 
they did. The Lord Provoſt ſent Orders to thoſe at the 
Bridge to march forward to join the Dragoons and receive 
Orders from the Commanders of the King's Troops. 
This they obeyed, and continued under Arms till Night, 
They were ſupplied with all Sorts of Proviſions from Edin- 
burgh, and nothing was wanting on the Side of the Coun- 
try People to render their Situation agreeable. At q o 
Clock, the Dragoons retired a Mile Eaſtward, and lay 
upon their Arms all Night, the Enemy being advanced to 
New-Liſton, _ 

Next Morning, the Highland Army continued their 
whoſe Approach, a Party of Dragoons poſted 


Poſt about three o Clock afternoon, on Appearance of 2 
Party of the Rebels on Coſtorphin Hill. The Dragoons 
rode off by the North-Side of the City, and proceeded for 
Haddingten. (their Baggage and Tents being carried into 
the Caſtle) and the City-Soldiers came into the Town, 
where Things were in a general Uproar, every one ſet- 


ting forth the Actions of the Day, as he favoured or diſ- 


liked the Cauſe. The Magiſtrates and Council, in Ex- 
pectation of Cope's landing every Moment, aſſembled in 
the Coldſiniths-hall; a Petition was preſented from the 
principal Inhabitants, deſiring a general Meeting ſhould 
ve Called, in order to determine what was proper to be 
After ſore Reaſoning the Demand was granted, 
the Fire-Bell was rung, the moſt Paft of the Citizens came 
to the New-church Iſle, where, after formally telling the 


Deſign of the Meeting, the Queſtion was put by the 


Lord Provoſt, the Colonel of che new Regiment, and 
Member of Parliament for the City, Receive the Dragoons 
into the Town or not? It was anſwered, No Dragoons. 
As his Lordſhip did not incline to invite them, for fear of 
the Conſequences, ſo General Gut was averſe to ſend 
them, -unleſs they were formally called. In my humble 


Judgment, had either the Dragoons come in, or the 
Town ſtood out itſelf, as was the Proyolt's Opinion, the

vented. The Rebels had no Cannon, and it is xnown they 


are not fit for a Seige, Then the Queſtion was put, De- 


fend the Town, or not. All but two, ſaid, Not. Upon this 


it was agreed to capitulate on the beſt Terms that could be 
got, and, in the mean Lime, that the King's Arms ſhould 
be returned into the Caftle. As they were about to name 
Deputies to treat with the Chevalier, a Letter was handed 
in, directed to the Lord Provoſt and Magiſtrates, whoſe Su- 
perſcription was, Charles Prince of Wales, &c. On men- 
tioning theſe Words the Reader was ſtopt; ſo the Meeting 
broke up. Afterwards Deputies were ſent off to the Cheva- 
tier, who had halted a little to the Weſt of Cor/torphin, but, 
on receiving an Epiſtle from a truſty Friend of what was 
paſſing, gave Orders to march. The Volunteers and Edin- 
burgh Regiment gave their Arms into the Caſtle ; a Part 

of the Trained-Bands and City Regiment kept Guard all 
Night. At Gray's Mill, two Miles Southweſt of Edinburgh, 
the Deputies waited on the Pretender, who ſaid to them: 

«« do not treat with Subjects.” The Chiefs added, The 
« King's Declaration, and Prince's Manifeſto, contained 
« ſuch Terms as every Subject ought to accept with Joy.“ 
And gave them till Two o' Clock in the Morning to re- 
turn a poſitive Anſwer. The Chevalier aſked what was be- 
come of the Volunteers Arms? To which it was anſwer- 
ed, They were delivered to the Caſtle ; at which he was 
diſpleaſed and ſaid, . If any of the Town's Arms be miſ- 


<< {ing I know. what to do.” No Anſwer coming to the 


Rebels, buta farther Delay being aſked which was refuſed, 
Orders were given to Lochiel to march with his Clan un- 
diſcovered to the Nether-Bow. The Coach which had re- 


turned with the Deputies through the Y/2-Pert, was at 


this Time coming down the Street; and, being urgent to 
get out, the Porter and Centinels, notwithſtanding the ſtrict» 
eſt Orders not to opeff the Gates, allowed the ſame to paſs: 
the Port being opened, the Camerons ruſhed in; pofſfeſſed 
themſelves of it, then of the Main-Guard, making the Sol- 
diers on Duty Priſoners, placed Centres at all the Gates and 
Meigb. Houſe. This ſo ſurprized the Magiſtrates and Coun- 
cil, who had {till been fitting, that they directly broke up. 
There were loud Complaints of Provoſt Stuart, without 
and within Doors; ſo that November 3oth, he was taken 
into Cuſtody of two of the King's Meſlengers, on Suſpicion 
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of High · Treafon, and brought to Londen, but has ſince been * 
tried and acquitted. The Par/iament-Cloſe was filled with Mm 
Rebels before Five in the Morning. They were very naked, Pp 
and feveral wanted Arms, eſpecially Firelocks, but were ſup- | 
plied by thoſe of the City which fell into their Hands. * 
Their Weapons, which were unfit for Uſe, were rubbed up ' 
by the Armourers, who at this Time got conſtant Employ- *K 
ment. They ſet about providing Clothes, Shoes and Li- = 
nens, of which they were in great Want, the moſt Part be” 
having nothing but a ſhort old Coat of coarſe Fartan, a Wee” 
Pair of Hoſe, much worn, coming fcarceupto their Knees; 
their Plaids and Bonnets in the fame Condition. The Re- 
mainder. of their Army came to Dudding/ton with the Che- 
valier, having fetched an half Compaſs about the Town 
for Fear of the Caſtle-Guns. He made his Entry to the 
Abbey through the Road that leads by St. Anthony's Well, 
the Duke of Perth riding on his Right, and Lord Elcho, 
who joined him the Night before, on his left Hand. They 
Were all very much jaded, few but in Highland Clothes. 
As he came to the Head of the Hill, upon the Road lead- 
ing to the Well, he alighted and walked a little. Several 
People now met him, fell upon their Knees, kiſſed his 
Hand, and he received them in a very popular Way. It was 
here the firſt general Huzza was raiſed; then walking down 
to St. Anne's Yards, he mounted his Horſe, (viz. a bay 
brown Gelding) where he received another Huzza ; and, 
as entring the Abbey, a third; he diſcovered a great Satisfac« 
tion at his Reception, ſmiling all the Time. He was a tall 
fender young Man, about five Feet ten Inches high, of a 
ruddy Complexion, high noſed, large rolling brown Eyes, 
long viſaged, red-haired, but at that Time wore a pale Peri- 
Wig.

Having always born the moſt conſtant Affection to our 
ancient Kingdom of Scotland, from whence We derive 
Our Royal Origin, and where Our Progenitors have ſway- 
ed the Sceptre with Glory, through a longer Succeſſion of 
Kings than any Monarchy upon Earth can at this Day 
boaſt of, We cannot but behold, with the deepeſt Con- 
cern the Miſeries they ſuffer under a foreign Uſurpation, 
and the intolerable . daily added to their Yoke, 
which become yet more ſenſible to Us, when We confider 
the conſtant Zeal and Affection the Generality of our Sub-

As for thoſe who ſhall appear more ſignally zealous for 


the Recovery of His Majeſty's juſt Rights, and the Proſ- 


perity of their Country, We ſhall take effectual Care to 


have them rewarded according to their reſpective Degrees 


and Merits; and We particularly promiſe, as aforefaid, a 


full, free, and general Pardon to all Officers, Soldiers, and 


dailors, now engaged in the Service of the Uſurper, pro- 
vided that upon the Publication hereof, and before they 
engage in any Fight or Battle againſt His Majeſty's Forces, 
they quit the ſaid unwarrantable Service, and return to 
their Duty ; fince they cannot but be ſenſible, that no 
Engagements, entred into with a foreign Uſurper, can 
diſpence with the Allegiance they owe to their natural 
Sovereign.

And We Ourſelves, being perfectly 
convinced of the Reaſonableneſs and Equity of the ſame 
Principles, do, in conſequence hereof, farther promiſe and 
declare, That all His Majeſty's Subjects ſhall be, by Him 
and Us, maintained in the full Enjoyment and Poſſeſſion 
of all their Rights, Privileges, and Immunities, and eſpeci-

And, that this our Undertaking may be accompanied

Sign ſeen, except a Lanthorn with a Candle, which, like 
a Meteor, blazed a little, and then diſappeared. Some 
Coehorns were thrown at them, but did no Harm. A- 
bout 3 in the Morning the Enemy croſſed through ſome 
Incloſures, and getting below Seaton-Houſe, they formed, 
while another Body was ſtealing a March to prevent the 
Army's Eſcape to Edinburgh, Now it was almoſt five 
o*'Clock, when the Pretender addreſſed his Party thus: 
Follow me, Gentlemen; by the Aſſiſtance of God I will this 
Day make you a free and happy People. But, while march- 
ing, Lochiel adviſed him not to advance, and ordered a 
ſmall Party to ſtand about him, upon a riſing Field, to 
the South-weſt of Seaton. Their Right Wing, conſiſt- 
ing of the Regiments of Keppoch, Glengary, Clanronald 
and Glenco, was commanded by Perth, Lieutenant-Gene- 
ral; the Left compoſed of the Camerons, Stuarts of Ap- 
pin, one Body of the MacGregors, with Gleucairneg (the reſt 
being with Major James Drummond) was under Lord George 
Murray. Their 2d Line, made up of the Athole Men, 
Roberijins, MacLauchlans, &c, under Lord Nairn. The 
few Horſe which they had, about roo, and theſe very 
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630 
unfit for Action, ſtood as a Body of Reſerve. The firſt 
Line crawled upon their Knees, like Hunters in Queſt of 
their Prey. Some of Cope's Centries ſaw them; but whether 
they believed them to be a Hedge appearing by Means of 
the Dawn, or if they were prohibited to fire on any Ac- 
count, as they gave out, or if afraid to diſcharge, ſure it 
is the Rebels quietly advanced, and came up in the Form 
of a Wedge towards the Artillery, which, being ill 
guarded, upon the firing of two Shot, ſoon fell into their 
Hands. It was at this Time the Body of the Army had 
the firſt general Notice of them. The Highlanders, in a 


declining Poſture, covering their Heads and Breaſts with 


their Targets, marched furiouſly up to the firſt Line, 
where they gave a loud Huzza. They received ſome 


Platoons, which ſome of the Soldiers, without Orders, 


diſcharged for their own Safety ; then, firing full in the 
Face of the Troops, they threw away their Firelocks, 
ruſhed upon the raw Men with Sword and Piſtol, and 
made a dreadful Havock. At the Moment they raiſed the 
Shout, the young Horſes on the Wings, vi. Gardner's 
on the Right, and Hamilton's on the Left, affrighted at ſuch 


a Noiſe in the Morning, fell a capering, fled off all at 


once, and difordered the Foot; yea, ſome of them, when 
their Riders were diſmounted, ran through the Enemy to- 
wards Dunbar, whither Fawkes and Laſcelles retreated, 
The Rebels purſued very irregularly, firing Piſtols at them. 
Some Officers, endeavoured to rally ſome of the Foot, 


and give the Enemy a Fire while in this Confuſion, 


which had they done, the Misfortune might have been re- 
medied; but as the ſecond Line advanced it was forborn. 
The Dragoons halted half a Mile from the Field, and 
drew up; and could Cape have thought of returning up- 
on the Clans, now in Diſorder, he might have regained 
the Advantage, for the Foot had not yet ſurrendered: But 
as this either did not occur at the Time, or was judged 
impracticable, Cape, the Earls of Hume and Lowaon re- 
tired with them by the Way of Chanrel-kirt, where they 


_ firſt ſtopt, with about fifteen of the Foot that followed 


their Rout, to Lauder, from thence the next Day to Ber- 
wick, The Infantry in the firſt Line were miſerably maſſa- 
cred by the Rebels. Such as threw down their Arms, and 


begged for Quarters upon their Knees, were inhumanly man- 
gled ; and ſuch as fled into the Incloſures were purſued and 


kill'd, But the great Carnage was at the Grange Park- 
Dyke, 
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Dyke, which when the poor Men were climbing, they 
were maſſacred in the moſt barbarous Manner; twenty 
were killed by the Sword, for one who fell by a Bullet : At 
laſt the Slaughter was ſtopt by Perth and Lachiel, © 
In this Battle were ſlain, of the King's Troops, 360, 
among whom was the brave Colonel James Gardner, (a 
Gentleman, who, in the Heat of Youth, had been turned 
from the moſt licentious Diſſoaluteneſs, to the Piety, Strict- 
neſs, Prudence and Wiſdom of the grayeſt Hairs| univer- 
fally lamented, eſpecially as he was againſt all the Motions 
that brought on this fatal Scene. Captain Stuart of Phiſgil, 
of Laſcellb's Regiment, Captains Brymer and Rogers of 
Lee's, Howel of Guife's, Biſhop and Enuſign Forbes of Mur- 
ray's. About 500 were wounded, the reft moſtly taken 
Priſoners, with 83 Officers ; ſeveral of whom were wound- 
ed, particularly, Lieutenant Colonel Mhitney of Gardner's, 
and Major Bowles of Hamilton's Dragoons. The latter af- 
ter he had fallen, with his Horſe, which was one of the Six 
that were killed upon the Field, was deſperately hacked by 
the Boys who followed the Rebels. This was the Fate of 
as many as fell, but particularly of Gardner, and the Ma- 
ſter of Torphichen. The private Men's Heads were almoſt 
cut through, the greater Number in the back Part; ſome 
had 7 or 8 Wounds. Noſes, Hands, Arms, Legs, &c. were 
promiſcuouſly to be ſeen ſcatter'd o'er the Field. The 
Dragoons ſcarcely loſt 50, between killed, wounded and Pri- 
ſoners. On the Side of the Rebels were killed 2 Captains, x. 
Lieutenant, and x Enſign, and about 40 private Men; 
they had 80 wounded, and Rob Roy; Mac Greger's Son, who 
then went under the Name of Captain James Drummond, 
All the Cannon, (viz. 6 Pieces) two Cochorns, all the 
Tents, Baggage, Equipage, Cc. fell into their Hands; they 
ſeiz d alſo the Military Cheſt, containing 4000 C. Cope 
having ſecured the reſt, partly in the V Man of War, 
Haddington, and elſewhere, which was the only prudent. 
Action of that Officer during his inglorious Campaign. 
The Highlanders plundered ſome Officers both of their 
Money and Watches; their. Servants were not ſpared, 
and ſome Country Gentlemen, who were not in Arms, 
were treated .in the ſame manner. I myſelf ſurveying; 
the Field, before the Dead were ſtript, asked ſome. of. 
the wounded Men what was become of Cape? And 
they all, but eſpecially the EAglſi Soldiers, ſpoke maſt 
allreſpectfully and bitterly of him. After this I went to the 


Road-

Road-Side, where the Chevalier, who by Advice of Perth, 
&c. had ſent to Edinburgh for Surgeons, was ſtanding. He 
was clad as an ordinary Captain, in a coarſe Plaid and blue 


Bonnet, his Boots and Knees were much dirtied; he ſeemed 


to have fallen into a Ditch, which I was told by one of 
his Lifeguards he had, He was exceeding merry : Speaking 
of his Army, he ſaid twice, dy Highlandmen have lit 
* their Plaids. At which he laughed very heartily, When 
talking of the Wounded, he ſeemed no Way affected. 
There were ſeven Standards taken, which when he ſaw, he 
faid in French, a Language be frequently ſpoke in, Le have 
miſſed ſome of them ; Then he refreſhed hiniſelf upon the Field, 
and with the utmoſt Compoſure eat a Piece of cold Beef, 


and drank a Glaſs of Wine, amidſt the deep and piercing 


Groans of the wounded and dying, who had fallen a, Sa- 


crifice to his Ambition. Next Day the poor Men were 


brought into Edinburgh upon Carts; ſome were put into 
the Infirmary, others begged thro' the high Streets, and 
were generouſly ſupplied by the Inhabitants; but no 


Charity was ſhewn by the Rebels, ſo great was their Ha- 


tred to a red-Coat. | 
Such was the Event of the Battle of Pre/on, in which 
the Rebels gave out, that, with 1456 Highland Foot, 
without Artillery or Horſe, they had routed a regular Ar- 
my of 4000 Foot and Horſe, beſides Volunteers, &c. ſup- 
ported with Cannon, and almoſt entrenched, But who- 
ever conſiders the Matter, will find the Boaſt was ground- 


| Jeſs; for when Coe marched to the North, he had only 


about 1624 Foot, and at Pręſton it is not to be ſuppoſed 
he had more; and of theſe 466 were out on Parties, v:Z. 
100 with the Artillery, 230 with the Baggage, 70 at Co- 
lonel Gardner's Houſe, and 66 watching at the upper Park- 
Dyke next to the Enemy ; there were likewiſe 118 Dra- 
goons out in the ſame Manner, If this is adverted to, and 
that young Horſes, when fired upon in the Morning, ge- 


nerally reel, it will be found that 1456, (according to 
themſelves,) choice Highland Deſperadoes, ſome of whom 


had been in foreign Armies, did no more than ſurprize 
about 1158 raw Foot, wha were more incommoded by 
their own Horſe, than by their Enemies. I would not here 
be underſtood to detract from the Bravery of the Clans, (a 


Virtue which they carry to ſuch an Extreme, that it dege- 


nerates into Madneſs) but only obſerve, that it is a pecu-

of good Fortune into a Prodigy. The Arms of the Troops 


were reſerved for Recruits by the Rebels; the Clothes and 


Linnens of the Officers and Soldiers were given to Men, 
ſome of whom ſcarce ever before had a Shirt. Colonel 


Gardner's Houſe was rifled of every Thing that was va- 


luable, which had not been carried off. Some People 
about Tranent and Preſton were ſtript, by the Conquerors, 
of their Clothes, Shoes, Buckles, &c. Had the young 
Pretender marched to England, it is hardly to be ſuppoſed 
but Cope would have carried the Conſternation even to 


London, There were few Forces in the Kingdom then, 


and theſe but new raiſed Men. However, his Counſels 
were infatuated, and by his Conduct he ruined himſelf. 
The Prifoners were ſent to Edinburgh, and confined in the 
Church and Tolbooth of Canongate, where they continued 
till the '29th, when they were tranſported to Logie Rate 
in Athole ; and their Officers, who had been liberated upon 
Parole, and obliged daily to preſent themſelves, were con- 
ducted to Perth. After the Battle the Chevalier ſent off 


Mr. Kelly to France, He rode Poſt to Dover, where he 


embarked for Dunkir#, and ſent off ſome Veſſels with Ar- 
tillery, Arms, Ammunition, and Money to Scotland; 
from thence he went to Paris, and laid before the French 
Court the glorious State of his Maſter's Affairs. And now 


did the Chevalier's Connection with F ance, which was 


only conjectured at firſt, though hardly diſowned by him, 


kunt. 
he Pretender, the Night after the Battle, let the Mi- 


niſters of Edinburgh know, that they were allowed to preach 


as uſual, but not to name King George; however, theſe 
had reſolved, in a previous Meeting, not to exerciſe that 
Part of their Office under his Protection, being determined

The Miniſters of the J/2/?-Kirk, Mr. Mac-Vicar, 
and Mr. Pitcairn, being ſheltered under Cover of the Caſtle 
Guns, prayed for King George, as uſual, and in the ſtrongeſt 
and molt pathetic Terms, recommended Loyalty to their 
Hearers.

On the 25th, Protection was proffered to the Banks, | 


if they would return from the Caſtle to their fotmer Buſi- 
neſs; but this Promiſe was diſregarded. There were alſo 


_ Proclamations for preventing Theſts and Robberies; which 
had but little Effect upon the Rebels, for, under Pretext of 
ſearching for Arms, they would rifle Peoples Houſes, and 


carry, off what was valuable. On the 3oth, every Perſon 


po eſt of Arms, Tents, Horſes, warlike Stores, taken at 


Prefion, were required to return the ſame under Pain of 


Military Execution. That fame Day the Magiſtrates of 
all Burghs in Scotland, the Collectors of the Land-Tax 


in all the Shires, the Collectors and Comptrollers of 


Cuſtoms, were ordered, by circular Letters, to repair ta 
the Palace of Helyrimd- houſe, to have the Sums to be paid 
by the reſpective Towns aſcertained, and to bring in their 


Books, and what Money was due, upon Pain of Treaſon, 


Rebellion, and Military Execution. Few obeyed, but left 
the Kingdom, or elſe repaired to the Caſtle. ARS 


The Goods in the Cuſtom-Houſe of Leith, were ſold 
for the Ufe of the young Chevalier. And ſeveral Demands 


were made upon Towns in the Country, and upon Gla/- 
gow no leſs than 10,000 J. but the Sum was abated to 


$5,500 /. SRL 
Thus they proceeded without Controul, till the 25th, 
that ſome Cannon were diſcharged at them, as they were 
obſerved to make too near Approaches to the Caſtle, and 
to hinder People from going to it. On the 29th, all Com- 
municat;on between the Caſtle and City was ſtopt; where- 


upon General Gueft, then Commander of the Forces in 


Scotland, who had repaired to that Fort, wrote to Provoſt 
Stewart, ** That fince the Paſſage to and from the Caftle 
** was ſhut up, he would make Uſe of Cannon to diſlodge 
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«, the Highland, Guards, he having got Orders from Court 
to keep the Avenues clear.” The Letter was ſent by ſome 
Deputies to the Chevalier, who immediately gave them 
an Anſwer in Writing, wherein he ſpeaks of our preſent 
illuſtrious King, in a Manner neither ſuitable to his Ma- 

jeſty, or to one who aſſumed the Name he himſelf did. 
And, aſter aggravating the Barbarity of the Orders, upon 

Which he put. the worſt Conſtruction, he declared he 
would make full Repriſals upon the Eſtates of thoſe. who 

were Abettors of the German Government. 


| The Deputies reported the Pretender's Anſwer to the 
l two Generals, Preſton and Gueſt, who, in Compaſſion to 
| the City, gave a Reſpite for ſix Days, till the Return of an 

| Expreſs from Court. Some thought the Chevalier would 


have deſiſted alſo ; but, on the contraryhe went Incognito, 
=. - under Fayour of the Night, to the Caſtle-Hill, and gave 
| Directions for fixing a Battery againſt the Fort. Lochiel 
| . undertook the Siege from that Place, while ſome hot- 
headed People, who had joined at Edinburgh, were to en- 
trench themſelves at Livingſton's Yards, to the South- 
Weſt of the Garriſon, within Reach of her great Guns: 
So from Oclob. 2d, that Orders were given from the Che- 
valier, forbidding Communication, upon Pain of Death, be- 
tween the Caſtle and the Town, there was a Blockade of 
both, till the 5th, that the King's Letter came, ordering 
to ſnare the City, but to keep the Paſſes open, till the 
Relief, which was haſtning, ſhould arrive. As the Re- 
bels were at Holyrood-houſe, the Packet fell into their Hands, 
and, to be before the Generals, a Proclamation is iſſued out, 

' ſetting forth, „That the Prince, in Conſideration of the 
« many Murders committed on the innocent Inhabitants, and 

« of the Duty of Juſtice to give place to Mercy, when the 
* gOO of a People required, took off the Blockade of the 
« C.itie.” The Infatuation of the Rebels can ſcarce be pa- 
rallelled; they had not fixed a ſingle Cannon, nor had they 
one Battering- piece. As they poſſeſt themſelves of an old 
ruinous Houte on the North-ſide of the Caſtle-Hill, next 
to the For:, they were diſlodged ſoon from thence by the 
great Guns. And on the 4th, Fire was ſet to the Place; 
it burnt with great Violence, but the Flames did not catch 
hold of the adjacent Buildings; the Bell-Houſe ſhared the 
fame Fate, in which Lochie! taking up his Quarters, was 
hurt by a Fall of a Stone upon his Shoulder; 3 Men and 
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a Serjeant fallied out upon Living/ton's Yards, killed 3 5 


637 
Men, wounded two, brought off the Captain and 7 Pri- 
ſoners, after ſetting Fire to the Habitation to which they 
betook themſelves; the unhappy People were buried in the 
very Trench they had digged. Such however was the 
Tenderneſs of the Garriſon, that, tho” frequent Shois 
were diſcharged, yet theſe were ſo well directed, that none 
of the Town's People ſuffered during this Blockade, ex- 
cept two Men who were killed, and one Woman Who 
was wounded. Several of the Rebels were ſlain, particu- 
larly as they were ſcrambling up the Rock on the North- 
fide, in the Night-time; and upon the Saturday, wien 
the Soldiers, under Cover of the great Guns, digged a 
Trench acroſs the Hill, ſeveral were wounded. Thence' 
they fired very briſkly, but were anſwered by the Rebels, 
whom they drove from their Faſtneſſes down to Miln's-- 
Caurt and the Weigh-Houſe, whence they were diſlodged 
likewiſe, the Wall thereof being beat down. As the Re- 
bels fled from the Lanes, ſome Soldiers advanced to them, 
at which Time two of them were hurt, and retired, 
which was the only Loſs the Garriſon ſuſtained. All Sa- 
turday Afternoon there was conſtant Firing from the Fort. 
The Firing ceaſing upon the Sabbath, was to the Inha- 
bitants like a Calm after an Hurricane. On the 7th, old 
Cordon of Glenbucket, and Lord Ogilvie, joined with a- 
bout 400 Men. As the former had neither Power nor Ri- 
ches, ſo he could bring none with him, but People of 
deſperate Fortunes like himſelf, the latter, as he had Power, 
ſo he uſed it in the moſt, ſavage Manner, by threatning 
with Fire and Sword ſeveral of thoſe he brought with 
him. On the 8th, a Proclamation was made, -ſeiting 
forth, how acceptable Money, Arms and Hortes, Sc. 
would be-to the Pretender, from tuch as could not perſo-

Farthermore, We here in his Name declare, That the 
ſame Rule laid down for the Funds, ſhall be followed 
with reſpect to every Law or Act of Parliament fince the 
Revolution; and, in ſo far as, in a free and legal Parlia- 
ment, they ſhall be approved, He will confirm them.

abject Slavery to their Chieftians, as the latter, and in 


theſe Things they only agree. They generally hate each 
other; but, i in a foreign Country, the bare ſpeaking 
Triſh would make them Friends. The Diale& of their 
Language as much differs; as that ſpoke in the City of 
Edinburgh, from that in the remoteſt Parts. Ts North- 
ern are not ſo quick or ingenious as the Weſiern ; the 
former have not obliged the learned World much, whereas 
the latter have produced a Buchanan, a divine Poet and 
judicious Hiftorian ; a David, and a James Gregory, and at 


laſt a Mac Laurin; each of whom have publiſhed very great 


Works. Of the former ſometimes warlike Men appeared 
in the Field, but ſuch as were raiſed proved ſeldom an Honour 
to their Country; the latter alſo brought forth Men of a mar- 
tial Genius, but, alas! their Talents ever were chiefly 
employed in Fends among themtelves, or Inſurtection 
againſt both their Scotiſb and Britiſb yorcreigns,

The Northern Clans conſiſt of the Mac-Reuxies, Su- 
therlands, Mac-Nays, Gunns, Mathiſons, Mac- Leods, Mon- 
roes, and Grants, beſides thoſe in the Rebellion. In ge- 
neral they are either from an Jriſb, or a German Deſcent. 
The Mac- Kenzies are ſprung from one Kenneih, who for 
his good Services, Anno 1263. in defeating the Danes, had 
the Lands of Kintail aſſigned him; his Poſterity are called 
Mac-Kenneth. (i. e. Kenneth's Son) and now Mac-Kenzze. 
That Name ſoon raiſed itſelf upon the Ruin of the Barnes, 
 Dingwals, Urguharts, and Mac-Leods of the Lewis. At 
preſent there are many. civilized Families of this Name, 
in the North Higblands, tho? their Anceſtors have been 
remarkable only for Barbarity and Rebellion, particularly 
in 1645, 1715, and 1719. As to the Mac- Leods, they 
are as ancient as any Clan in the Iſles. There were two 
Families of this Name, that of Lewis and Harris ; the 
latter as yet exiſts, but the former was forfeited for Re- 
bellion againſt James VI. who gave their Lands to ſome 
Hye Gentlemen, Theſe went to take Poſſeſſion, but, 
being ſet upon by them and the Mac-Kenzzes ; they were 
miſerably ſlaughtered, and the Family wanting a male Heir, 
Seaforth's Second Son, the Progenitor of the Earl of Cro- 
martie, married the Heireſs, and from thence is called 
Lord Afac-Leod. The Mac-Leods are as loyal as any of 
the Clans, having never appeared in Arms againſt this 
Government, which may be attributed to their Tos in the 
Year 1651, at Worcgſter, where they were almoſt in- 
tirely cut off. ET | | My 
As to the People of Sutherland, The Gunns, a Clan, 
whoſe Chieftain has no Property, are of Daniſh Extrac- 
tion. They never made a Figure, either in their own or 
any other Country; of the Mathiſons, the ſame may be 23 
ſaid: The Mac-Keys are indeed of a nobler Race, being 1 
the ſame with the Forbeses, deſcended of an Iriſb No- 
bleman, who about the Year 1 300 came into Scotland, and 
had two Sons; the younger of whom, by a Marriage, 
procured the Lands of Strathie: From his great Grandion, 
Y. More, (i. e. Great) the Name cometh ; they were in- 
ſtrumental in ſuppreſſing the Dus, to whom S!rathna- 
vern belonged. For . theſe having a Quarrel with the 
Aurrays, brought 1000 Men to the Field againſt them; 
the Armies engaging, of the former, after an obſtinate 
Battle, there remained 7, of the latter 12, deſperately 
wounded : 
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wounded :. As their Misfortune rendred their Lands almoſt 
= deſolate, ſo the Mac Kays were poſſeſſed of them. 
' As to the $utberlands, they are the ſame with the Catti, 
who came to Scotland in the Days of Corbredus II. anno 76, 
bdaut they of that Shire are much degenerated from the Bra- 
very of their Anceſtors, and far from equalling that of the 
Mac Pberſons, who are of the fame Stock: The Sutherland i 
= Militia, eſpecially thoſe who live upon the Coaſt, are a- I 
mmougng the very Refuſe of the Highland Counties; they are Fl 
Zs ſubject to their Lairds, (ſome of whom are ſcarce worth 1 
300 Merks per ann, the richeſt not 2000) as Negroes to l 
their Maſters. It is notorious what Numbers of Slaves were 1 
ſent off to the Plantations, by MacKay of Scouray and ; 
Company, in the Years 1728 and 1729. In ſhort, thoſe 14 
People ate as poor, barbarous, inhuman, cruel and revenge- $1.1 
ful, as the worſt of the Rebels, but leſs active; more ſtu- 
pid, and nat at all given to that outward Civility, which 
the latter, by a natural Air peculiar to themſelves, affect 
to ſhew to Strangers who come among them. The Earls 
of Sutherland are certainly as ancient as any in Scotland, but | 
few of them have made a Figure in the Cabinet or Field. ' 
a= Their Charter of Earl is as old as 1061, when Malcom 1 
Canmore created the Son of Allan Thane of Sutherland, | 
(who had been beheaded by MacBeth) Earl, in Conſidera- 
tion of the faithful Services he did. The Family, after the 
Interruption of the male Line, anna 1514, was called Gor- 
don, and ſeveral of that Name are now in Sutherland ; but 
ſome time after they took up their former Sirname. In the 
Year 1616. they eſpouſed the Proteſtant Cauſe, and have 
continued faithful to the Government, which is greatly 
their Intereſt. Of the Monroes I ſhall only obſerve, that 
the ſame Character will fit them, as that I have here gi- 
ven of the People of Sutherland.

In two 
ys they were revived, * on the 24th, began their 
March Southward in Purſuit of the Enemy, who, on the 
20th, had ſet out for Penrith, where they halted till the 
the 22d ; then marched for Kendal, adyanced to Lancaſ- 
ter on the 24th, and reached Preſton on the 26, proclaim- 
ing the Pretender as they went, amidſt the Acclamations 
of his Party.

Here they formed 
the Manibe/ter Regiment, of which the unfortunate Fran- 
cis Toxoniey was made Colonel, and Thomas Cappoch * Quar- 
ter-maſter. They wore blue Cloaths, Hangers, a Plaid 
Saſh, and white Cockade: And ſhared ſo much of their 
| Maſter's Regard, as to be left at Carliſle upon his Retreat, 
to fall a Sacrifice to offended Juſtice. On the 29th, their 
Body moved forward, and, about Ten in the Morning, 
their Cavalry entered the Town. They laid hold of the 
Bellman, whom they ſent about to order all fuch as had 
1 publick Money to bring it in. About T'wo in the After- 
4 noon, the Pretender, at the Head of bis Life-guards, 
1 came in, and in the Evening diſpatch'd Orders for 
illuminating the Town. On the 3oth, a Party of 
them marched to Stocꝶport, the reft directing their Rout 
Weſtward to Knotsfoard. They carried off what Horſes 
they met with, and ſuch as were out of the Way, their 
Owners were compelled to bring in. At Night they 
1 crofled the Mer/ey in different Places, the Cavalry ford- 
1 ed it; but the Foot and Artillery paſſed over Bridges of 
_ K Trees and Planks laid a- croſs, by the country People, 
whom they forced to their Aſſiſtance. They marched next 
to Macclesfield, where the Pretender arrived with 5000 Men, 
and the Artillery about Two in the Afternoon of the It 
of December. On the 2d their Van marched to Congleton, 
where they got Intelligence, that the main Body of the 
Duke's Army of 12,700 Men, was at Newca/tle under 
Line, nine Miles South-weſt from them. 

For his Majeſty bad ordered three Regiments of Horſe, 
two of Dragoons, and fifteen of Foot, who were after- 
ward auginented by ſome Detachments from the Foot 
Guards, to march to Lancaſhire to oppoſe the Progreſs of 
the Enemy.

out from London; on the 21ſt, to take upon him the 
Command of thoſe Troops. Stafford was the Place of 
their Rendezvous, being moſt convenient for obſerving 
the Rout of the Rebels, either to purſue them into Wales, 
where, had they directed their Courſe, they would have 
been ſhut up, or to hinder their advancing to London. But 
as they were marching; 'the Duke begg'd of his Royal Fa- 
ther, to be permitted to put himſelf at the Head of theſe 
Troops: With Difficulty he obtained his Requeſt, and 
fet out at One in the Morning of the 26th, and in three 
Days arrived at Stafford, between which Place and Tam- 
worth, the Army was cantoned, with the Cavalry in 


Front. He no ſooner appeared among them, than the 


Hills ard Vallies repeated their Huzzas, his heroick and 
unaffected Mein, his eaſy Greatneſs, and martial Counte- 
nance revived them, and raiſed in them a Confidence of 
certain Victory. Hearing the Enemy defigned for Con- 
gleton, he commanded that Part of the Cavalry, which 
was p: ſted at Newcaſtle under Line, to retreat to Stone, 
till the Infantry ſhould come up. Here he watched their 
Motions, and obſerving that they were too far to the Eaſt 


of him, the better to intercept them in their Rout to Lon- 


don, he marched his Army to the South-Eaſt, along the 


Road from London to Cheſter, entred Coventry, upon the 


6th, with all his Horſe, and two Battallions of Foot, ha- 
ving ordered his other Forces to encamp upon Meridan 


Common, between Coleſbill and Coventry, This Step of 


his Royal. Highneſs effectually diſconcerted the Policy of 
O Sullivan, who managed the March of the Rebels; for 
turn which Way they will, the Duke was alert to meet 
them. 

'Fhe Pretender, by his Spies, having Intelligence of the 
Motions of the King's Troops, of their Alacrity under 
their Royal Leader, and their Eagerneſs to fight under his 
Eye, became very circumſpect. He marched the Van 


to Aſhburn, and the main Body of his Army to Leek, the 


better to conceal his Deſigns,” and all of a ſudden, turned 
to the Eaſt for Derby, which he entred, on the Morning 
of the 4th, with four hundred and fifty Horſe, and two 
thouſand three hundred Foot; the reſt of his Troops conti- 
nued entering the Town till late at Night, when their 
Artillery and Baggage arrived: By which Management, they 
appeared more numerous than they were.

moſt rigorous Manner, and at Night, held a Cquncil of 


War, where the grand Queſtion was, Whether to pro- 
ceed forward, or retreat? The Meeting continued ſeveral 
Hours, arid broke up without coming to a Reſolution. 
In the Afternoon of the next Day, the Council of War, 


in the Chevalier's Preſence, reſumed the Conſideration of 


what was proper to be done; and after a full Debate, they 
reſolved to return * for the North. They now perceived 
the Raſhneſs of their Enterprize, finding themſelves in a 
Manner ſurrounded by the Government's Troops, and 


their Proſpect of being jomed by any conſiderable Num- 


bers of the Engliſb entirely cur off, only three Perſons 
Joining them in this great Town.” They ſaw, too, that 
the French could not, were they ever ſo ſincerely inclined 
to it, aſſiſt them by an Invaſion, the Coaſts beg ſo well 
guarded by the Britiſb Fleet. In ſhort, they had innu- 
merable Reaſons for turning back, but not one inviting 
Incident to tempt them forward. oO 
The Chevalier's Fortune ſeemed now to have begun 
to frown upon him. Some of the Tranſports - from 
Prance had been driven back, and others taken; particu- 
larly a Privateer called the Soleil, on Board of which were 
the Earl of Derwentwater and his Son, about Eleven 
Captains, Ten Lieutenants, and Sixty private Men- 


The Pretender's Adherents were at this Time expecting 


he would advance, and therefore, at London, they began 
to exert themſelves in his Cauſg; ſome of them, upon 
the 8th of December, privately dropt bis Declarations at 
St. 7ames's upon the Parade, while others, leſs prudent, 
were, for malicious Expreſſions, &c. taken into Cuſto- 
dy.

This was ſtrenuouſly inſiſted on by Lerd George Murray, whoſe 
Sincerity the Rebels from that Day forward continued to tuſpett. 
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on the Auburn Side. When about à Mile from the Town, 


they halted upon the Hills 1 Fear Four, and 3 75 went 
off, their Carriages being on full Trot, and Dey, oot ac- 
tually running. While here, not content with the De- 
mands formerly made, under Pretence of taking up the 
Money, which was ſubſcribed for raiſing ſome Foot for the 
Government's Uſe, they ſent back twelve Officers to re- 
quire a larger Sum. This they did with peculiar Marks of 
Terror and Violence. They ſent for ſome Cannon, which 
they pointed at the Mayor's Houſe, 'and ſome others of the 
wealthieſt People of the Town, threatning to lay them in 
Aſhes, if 19,000 J. was not immediately paid down.

But no ſooner had the Duke certain Intelligence of theit 
ourſe, than he put himſelf at the Head of all the Horſe 
and Dragoons, and a Thouſand Volunteers mounted, to 
ſtop them till the Foot ſhould come up: He ſent every 
where Expreſſes to the Militia to intercept them.“ As 
they were now upon the Return, they plundered A/bburr, 
after extorting a great Sum of Money uncer Pain of mili- 
tary Execution; nay 'twas ſaid, ſome went ſo far, as to 
murder People upon the High- road, for refuſing to comply 
with what was out of their Power to grant. They alſo 
carried off all the Horſes they could lay their Hands on. 
This was the Beginning of their Patron, which they 
managed with all their Skill; for their Motions were as 
uick as uncertain, and their Deſigns intricate and dark.

levied, and as they were departing out of the Place, their 8 
laſt Rank plundered ſome Houſes, and robbed ſeveral 
People of their Shoes.

The Rebels being continually alarmed by the Approach 


of the Light Horſe, ſent a Party through Lord Lonſdal“s 
Parks at Lowther, where they took a Running-Footman 
belonging to his Royal Highneſs, and a Gentleman of the 
County, from whom they were informed that the Duke 
was Within a Mile of them, with about Four thouſand 
Horſe and Dragoons, beſides Light-Horſe and Militia. 
Hereupon they immediately abandon Lowther-ha!l, and re- 
ſolve to make a Stand. Accordingly Lord George Mur- 
ray, who always commanded the Rear-Guard, took Poſ- 
ſeſhon of a Village called Clifton, a Mile to the North 
of Lord Lonſdal?'s Seat, upon the Highway to, and two 
Miles ſhort of Penrith. He ordered Colonel John Stuart, * 
to the Bottom of the Muir, to the South of the Village, 
with his Regiment, as alſo Clunie Macperſon with his 
Battalion, while the Mac Donalds of Keppoch ſtood at a 
little Diſtance to wait the Event. They fortified them- 


ſelves behind three Hedges and a Ditch. It was now 


about an Hour after Sun-ſet, when the Duke appeared upon 
the open Muir, after a March of ten Hours. He directly 
ordered three hundred Dragoons to diſmount, and march for- 
ward to attack the Enemy, They advanced to the very 


Brink of the Ditch, when the Rebels fired from behind 


the Hedges, and killed ſome few ; which being obſerved, 
the Troops, after firing ſome Platoons, which were not 
without Succeſs, were ordered to retire ſome few Paces. 
The Enemy taking this for the Beginning of their Flight, 
croſſed the Ditch with incredible Swiftnefs, and ruſhed on 
with Piſtol and Sword in Hand, The Dragoons, who 
had drawn their Swords, were now ready to pay them 
home in their own Coin. The Shouts begin, the Claſh- 
ing of Swords is heard; ſome of the Rebel's Swords break- 
ing upon the Steel Caps, which the Cavalry commonly 
wear, they draw their Daggers, and hght with great Ob- 
ſtinacy; as ſome of them in the Dark were ſeparated from

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their main Body, and had wounded ſome Officers, they 
inhumanly cut them when down, crying, No Quarter ! 
Murder them. Thus they continued for about an Hour, 
when obſerving the Reſolution of the Forces, they return 
with as much Precipitation a-croſs the Ditch as at firſt 
they came on, and with full Speed carry the Conſterna- 
tion to Penrith, where the main Body of their Army, 
with the Artillery and Baggage, was arrived. Such was 
the Skirmiſh at Clifton, in which about 12 of the Dra- 
Toons where killed, and 24 wounded, among whom WM

that 70 of them were taken Priſoners, beſides thoſe killed 
and wounded, or to credit them, muſt be left to the 
Judgment of the impartial; the only Thing the Rebels 
had to boaſt of was, that they took ſome Broad-ſwords 
from the Dragoons, but upon Enquiry I find that theſe 
only amounted to ſeven. .

Next 
Day their whole Army marched for Carliſie, where they 
arrived at Night. His Royal Highneſs not being able to

Bis Troops there that Night, in the Morning he ſet out, and 
with his whole Force entred Penrith, where ſeveral Houſes 
and Shops had been broke open by the Rebels, vaſt Quan- 
tities of Goods carried off, or thrown into the Streets, 
ſpoil'd and deſtroy'd. From hence he began his March 
on the 21ſt for Carliſle, which he reached about One 
o'Clock. But the Enemy had abandoned the Place after 
changing their Garriſon, and leaving in it about Four 
hundred Men, conſiſting of the Ergh/h that joined 
them, and ſome Scots under the Command of John 
Hamilton, the Duke of Gordon's Factor, with a proper 
Train of Artillery. 5 
About Two O Clock the Rebels came up to Langion, 
where they croſſed the E, which was then about Four 
Foot deep. The Cavalry entered the Water with the 
Huſſars in the Front, and the Pretender in the Center, 
with a Boy belonging to Keppoch behind him: as he was 
paſſing two People being like to give Way, he imme- 
diately ſeized upon their Hair, and cried out in Jriſb, 
Coder, Coder, Help, Help; till they were relieved.

No ſooner are they here than judging them- 
ſelves out of Danger, they ſeparated, one Party of 4000 
marched to Annan with the Pretender, and the other of 
2,500 to Ecchlefecan, where they reſted, Lord Ekho was 


Tent with 500 Horſe to Dumfries, where he levied the 


Exciſe, and impoſed on the Town a Contribution of 
2000 J. in Specie, 1009 Pair of Shoes, ſeized nine Caſks 
of Gun-powder, all Arms publick and private, Horſes, 
Horſe- Furniture, Boots, &c. and being in Want of Ne- 
ceſſaries, the Rebels ſtripped many People of their Cloaths 
and Shoes, Near 1 100 J. in Caſh was inſtantly paid, Pro- 
voſt Croſbie, and Mr. Walter Riddel were carried off as 
Hoſtages till the Remainder ſhould be remitted, and for 
the Security of their Stragglers if they ſhould come that 


Way : They ordered the Town's People to tend their 


Baggage after them. In ſhort, their Reſentment againſt 
ins Place for its Loyalty was prodigious; Qutrages of the 
worſt Kind were committed againfc the Inhatitanis, the 
Houſes were plundered, private People were robbed, and 
upon Complaint, [hey were only told, that they taight 
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be glad their Town was not laid in Aſhes,  confidering 
they had entered into an Aſſociation againſt their Cauſe, 


and had ſeized their Waggons as above. The Damage 


done by theſe Exceſſes was computed at 40001: That 
committed in the Country much greater, Next Day the 
Pretender, the French Ambaſſador, Perth, Lochiel, Clan- 
ranald, Glengary, Keppoch, &c. went by the Way of 


this pillaged Town, while Lord Tulliberdin, Lord George 


Murray, Lords Ogilvie and Nairn took the Moffat Road. 
The main Body continued at Dumfries till the 23d, when 
they marched Weſtward, being informed that General 
Gue/t deſigned to hold out the City of Edinburgh againit 
them till the Arrival of the Troops. As there were no 
other Towns to fleece till they reached Glaſgow, ſo they 
with all poſſible Diligence advanced there. The Van en- 


- tered that City upon the 25th, and the Body of their Ar- 


my with the Pretender next Evening. Here they made vaſt 
Demands, as a Puniſhment for that Town's attachment to 
the Government. | 1 

The Duke of Cumberland having chas'd them out of 


England, judged it proper in the next place, to reduce 


Carliſle: accordingly the Town was ſurrounded on all ſides, 
at a Mile's diſtance. The Garriſon fired upon all who 
came in View. Mr. Townley, to whom the Chevalier 
had given a Commiſſion for raiſing a Regiment of Horſe, 
being Commandant of the Place, cauſed the Guns to 
be mounted upon the Walls, the Houſes within Reach of 
the Batteries to be burnt, and ſeveral Chevauz. de Frize 
to be made and fix'd at the Gates, and Entrances of the 
City, to prevent the Approach of the Horſe : He was 
even for making Sallies upon the King's Troops, but all 
his Councils were oppoſed. 


As his Royal Highneſs perceived that it might coſt ſome _ 
Lives to take the City by Aſſault, without Artillery pro- 


per for a Siege, he ſent to Mhitebaven, for ſome Batter- 
ing- pieces, with which he was ſupplied by the 25th. No 
ſooner are theſe come up, than they began to erect Bat- 
teries, notwithſtanding a continued Fire from the Walls. 
On the 28th, one of fix Pieces was finiſhed, from which 
they played upon the Four-Gun Battery of the Town; 
but on the 29th, the firing ceaſed for Want of Shot, till 
towards Evening, when a freſh Supply arrived, and it was 
renewed with gieat Briſkneſs for two Hours. 
The Walls being much ſhaken, the Town's People 
appeared in the moſt ſupplicant Manner before the Com- 
| 7 | mandant, 
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mandant, and beſeeched him to think of preſerving their 
Lives. Townley then went to Mr. Hamilton, the Gover- 
nor of the Caſtle, to conſult on what was proper to be 
done. A Capitulation was propoſed, to which Colonel 
Hamilton agreed: However, two Letters were firſt ſent, 
one for his Royal Highneſs, the other for the Commander 
of the Dutch Troops, which were ſuppoſed to be with 
his Army. This latter was ſigned Geohegan, who ſtiled 


himſelf Commander of the French Artillery, and of the 


French Garriſon that was at or might come to Carliſie; 
for Defence of the Town and Citadel, The Contents 


were to ſummon the Dutch to retire from the Engh/. 


Army, under Pretence of the Capitulation of Tournay, 
which I mentioned before. | 
The Night of the 29th was ſpent in raiſing a new 
Battery of three 18 Pounders; which was completed by 
the Morning. But, on the firſt Platoon of the old Bat- 
tery-firing, the Rebels hung out the white Flag ; and 
would have ſurrendered on Terms, but could obtain no 
other, than that they ſhould not be put to the Sword, but 
reſerved for the King's Pleaſure ; and theſe they thought 
proper to accept, December the 3oth. 
On which Brig. Bligh was ordered immediately to take 
Poſſeſſion of the Town ; and next Day the Duke en- 
tered it on Horſeback, amidſt the Acclamations of a re- 
Joicing Multitude : The Nobility, who had come from 
all Quarters, and the General Officers followed. He was 
no ſooner in Carliſie, than he walked round the Walls, 
reviewed the Fortifications, and deſired to be brought to 


the Houſe where his Brother Prince lodged, in which he 


took up his Lodging, and lay in the ſame Bed. He or- 
dered ſuch Things as were forcibly or otherwiſe taken away, 
to be expoſed to View, that every Perſon might receive 
their own, upon proving their Property. 

The Garriſon was directly confined in the great Church, 
and a Liſt of their Names, &c. given in ; but by a ſpecial 
Order were ſtript of nothing which they had. The Ofti-

There were found here, 6 Braſs Guns of one and an 


half Pounders, 3 Braſs Guns of four Pounders, one 


Braſs Octagon, all with Carriages, 4 Braſs Cohorns, and 


two Royals. 


While his Royal Highneſs was here, Carliſie was 
crowded with Multitudes, who from all Quarters repaired 
to him, Particularly the City of Edinburgh, ſent four 
Deputies to congratulate him on his Succeſs, and to ſo- 
licit him to honour that City with a Viſit, if he came 
to Scotland; they were received in the moſt gracious Man- 


ner, and had the Honour to dine with him; he drank to 


the Proſperity of the Town, and expreſſed the deepeſt 


Senſe of their Loyalty, and that gf the adjacent Towns; 


but the moſt remarkable Thing was, Not. one diſrepect- 
ful Word dropt from his Mouth about thoſe who had 
created him ſo much Trouble: He only lamented (when 
ſpeaking of the Highlanders) that ſo much Bravery ſhould 
be miſemployed. On the 2d of January, he ſet out for 
Landon, where his Preſence was thought neceſſary, that 
he might be ready in caſe of an Invaſion by the French, 
from whom a Deſcent was expected, notwithſtanding 
the following Precautions. Dy 

On the 6th of December a Proclamation was iſſued out, 
for putting the Laws in Execution againſt Feſuits and 
Popiſb Prieſts, and promiſing a Reward of 100 J. for every 
ſuch Perſon, after Conviction, found in London, Meſt- 
minſier, the Borough of Southwark, or within ten Miles 
round theſe Places. | | 

On the 12th Advice came, that an Embarkation of 


Troops was carrying on with great Expedition at Dun- 


$irk, that moſt of the Veſfels to be emoloyed were al- 
ready there, that Furniture was put on Board for 1000 
Horſe. A Proclamation was publiſhed on the 14th, to 
cauſe the Coaſts to be carefully watched, and all Cattle, 
and every other Thing that might be ſerviceable for the 
Enemy after landing, to be removed. Alarm Poſts were 
appointed; the ſeveral Guards were ordered to be in

Readineſs to march upon the firſt Notice of any Tumult or 
Inſurrection in London or Weſtminſter. Signals were allo ſet- 
tled on the Coaſts of Suſſex and Kent, whither 4000 Foot 
and 2500 Horſe had marched. The ſame was done upon 
thoſe of Ee and Suffolk, whither 3000 Foot and 1000 
Horſe repaired. The Lords of the Admiralty ordered all 
the Men of War at Port/mouth to put to Sea, and took up 
50 Meschant-men to be armed for cruiſing in the Channel. 
Admiral Vernon, with the Commodores Bo/cowen and Smith, 
were already at Sea, each with a ſtrong Squadron ; and the 
Dover Privateers had voluntarily gone to Vernon, to receive 
his Inſtructions and follow his Orders. 

On the 12th, two of theſe Dover Ships fell in with 
eight Tranſports, bound for Dunkirt from Boulogne, un- 
der Convoy of a French Man of War of 22 Guns, to take 
Troops on board; they ſeized three of them, and ſent 
one of them that Night to the Admiral, in the Downs, 
and the other two to Dover next Morning, They fell 
in upon the 19th with about 60 Sail, moſtly fiſhing Boats 
and ſmall Veſſels from Duntiri, bound as they ſuppoted 
for Calais or Boulogne, to take in Troops, drove ſeventeen 


of them on Shore near Calais, blew up one, ſunk two, 


and brought three away; two of which were carried into 
Dover, but the third was loſt in that Bay. The whole 
of theſe Veſlels had ſome warlike Stores on board, ſuch 


as ſmall Cannon, Powder, Ball, Horſe-Colours, Cloaths, 


Bedding for Soldiers, and Poles about ſeven Foot long, 
ſpiked with Iron at both Ends. Two of lets Value, from 
Roan to Boulogne, were afterwards ſent in. 

On the 20th, the Country was alarmed by Advices 
from Admiral Vernon in the Downs, informing, that great 
Numbers of ſmall Imbarkations were coming from Dun- 
kirk ; that ſeveral of them were laden with Cannon, Pow- 
der, Shot, and other Military Stores; that the Ji Troops 
had marched to Calais from Dunkirt, where General 
Count Lowendahl, and many other Officers, were, with 
2 young Perſon, faid to be the Pretender's ſecond Son, 

Notwithſtanding the ſeveral Advices, which the Go- 
vernment received of the Deſigns of France, many were 
of Opinion, that the Preparations about Dunk:rh, and ſome 
Neighbouring Sea-port Towns were only to amuſe : But 
whether the Fears of a French Landing, were ill or well 
founded ; certain it is, that the Enemy, on hearing how 
tne Scale was turned, gave over their Alarms, |

On the Morning of Jau. 5th, the Duke arrived at St. 


Fames's, from Carliſle, in perfect Health, and did not ap- 
pear in the leaſt fatigued, tho' he had not been in Bed for 


three Days, The whole Court appeared very gay on the 


Occaſion, and every one ſeemed to take a particular Pride 
in paying their Compliments to him. The Troops com- 
manded by his Royal Highneſs were fluſht with Succeſs, 
and ready to march where ever Occaſion offered. "They 
were compoſed of the following Regiments, Lieut. Gene- 
rals, Ligonier, Richmond, Sinclair and Albemarle, Major 
Generals, Howard, Skelton and Bland, Brigadiers, Sem- 
ple, Bligh and Douglas, Artillery, Leſly, Bernard and Ro- 
per's, Brigad. Majors, Colonel Sawle and Fohnſon, beſides 
Gower's, Montague's, Hallifax, Granby's, Cholmondley's 
new raiſed Regiments of Foot, each conſiſting of 824, 
Montagu.'s and Kingſton's new levied Horſe, containing 
each 273 Men, together with Major General Og/ethorpe's 
Body of 1000 Horſe, with which he had been detached 
from General Wade. By this Time ſeveral foreign Pow- 
ers had ſignified publickly their Abhorrence of the Rebel- 
lion. Chriſtian VI. of Denmark, when aſſured of it, of- 
fered not only the 12,000 Troops in Brit ih Pay, but al- 
ſo all the Forces he had, if they could be conveniently 
carried over. The old King of Sweden, tho' his Power 
be too much controuled, by a People who run from the 
Extream of an abſolute Monarchy, to the moſt licentious 
Liberty, declared his Deteſtation of the impious Attempt, 
contrary to the Faith of Treaties, and actually let out 


the Troops of his Landgravate in Support of Our King. 


The Empreſs of Ruſſa, though raiſed to the Throne, by 
the Intrigues of the Houſe of Bourbon, proffered a Quota 


of Troops to be employed, as the Court of Great Britain 


ſhould direct; yea, the preſent King of Priſſia, though 
frequently ſo docile to the Court of Yer/ailles, as to march 
his Army at her Command, and receive his 1,400,000 
Florins for muſtcring his Men, gave out that iſ the Pro- 


'” was purſued, his whole Army was at the Service of 


us Royal Uncle. 

The Rebels had no ſooner left the City of Edinburgh, 
than immediately the Qeconomy of the Town was reſ- 
tored, as much as poſſible, conſidering there was no regu- 
lar Magiſtracy : for on the Day of Election, none would 
take the Charge, as the Place was then in the Hands of 


the Enemy, A new Subſcription was immediately open- 


ed, 
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ed, andin a ſhort Time, Money was given in, the Drums 
beat thro', the City for Recruits, and ſuch as had liſted 
formerly, but had been obliged to diſband on account of

Chief of his Majeſty's Troops in Scotland, arrived from 
Berwick upon the 14th, with Col. Price's and Legonier's 
Regiments of Foot, General Hamilton's, and the late Co- 
lone] Gardner's Dragoons.

vice of the Government, the Acts of Parliament, againſt 
any Number of Highlanders riſing in Parties, was ſuſ- 
pended, and happy had it been for the Pretender and his 
Aſlociates, that the ſame had ſooner been done; but then 
the Deſigns of the Houſe of Bourbon, had not been ſo to- 
tally daſhed : Arms and warlike Stores were ſhipt off from 
Liverpool for their Uſe. Major General Campbell of Mam- 
;nore ſet out from London, to take upon him the Com- 
mand of theſe Levies. That Officer had landed with his 
Regiment on the 4th of November in the Thames from 
Flanders, as did thoſe of Lieutenant General Handy/ide, 
Brigadiers Skelton, Bligh, Mordgunt and Semple, with the 
Highlanders. Each of theſe from the Moment of their 
5 Arrival, were taken up about the Service of the Govern- 
| ment, but none more than Campbell, who, to raiſe Troops 
© to fight the Rebels with their own Weapons, arrived at 

9 Inuerara December the 21ſt, with a Commiſſion to muſ- 
ter up 3400 Men, The Levies went on moſt ſucceſs- 
fully, the Gentlemen of the County fending in Liſts of the 
Militia in their reſpective Lands, from which the Quota 
was draughted ; a conſiderable Number of them was ſta- 
tioned at {rverara, which they fortified. About 300 of 
theſe attacked a Party of the MacGregors, whom they 
ſoon put to flight, killing two and taking ſeven Priſoners. 
A Corps was quartered at Campbletown in Kintire, both 
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the Rebels, were now defired to repair to their Duty, 


Lieutenant General Handyſide, now Commander in 


The Militia of Argyleſbire were now called to the Ser- 
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to prevent any Invaſion from Treland, and to be in readi- 


neſs to march againſt the diſaffected Clans, ſcattered up 
and down the County, if they ſhould ariſe ; Garriſons 
were put into the Caſtles along the Coaſt, while the Re- 
mainder only waited an Opportunity of marching to join 
the regular Troops. 


And here a particular Account of theſe People might be 


expected; but as the Genealogy of the Family of Argyle 


is ſet down in Books, which are in every Perſons Hands, 
J ſhall only obſerve, that the Campbels by eſpouſing the 
Cauſe of David Bruce, againſt Edward Baliol, have been 
the moſt Inſtrumental of any Family in Scotland, in ſet- 
tling the Steurts upon the Throne, in Prejudice to the No- 


ble Family of the Cummings; and even contrary to the 


general Voice of the Nation at that Time, Bruce's Friends 
and Name not excepted. They continued Loyal to the 
ſeveral Kings, and ſome Way or other got the Lands of the 
neighbouring Clans : And theſe having loft their Poſleſſions, 
and not conhdering that their Misfortune was owing to 
themſelves, but imputing the whole to the Campbels, have 
conceived a Reſentment againſt them, rather to be ima- 
gined than expreſſed. The preſent Duke of Argyle was at 
Edinburgh in July 1745, whence he went to the We/?- 
Highlands, but hearing of the Inſurrection, judged it pro- 
per to go no further than Ry/eneath, however, he had an 
early Account of the Intention of the Chevalier, which 
he communicated as well to the Regency at London, as to 
the Officers of the Crown in Scotland; but theſe did not 
give due Heed to the ſeaſonable Intimation. The Campbells 
being tor the moſt part bred in the laſt Revolution Princi- 


ples, were wholly devoted to the Support of the Union, 
which has prov'd more advantageous to them, than the vaſt 


Tractof Territory they poſſeſs. They took Arms in Dec. 
and ſeized ſuch as they ſuſpected; among whom Sir James 
Campbel of Auchinbreck, who was confined to the Caſtle 
of Dumbarton, Thoſe of the Offfpring of Baron Guinach, 
the firſt of the Race, well knowing, that a Change would 
diipoſſeis them of their Lands, directly engage pro aris 
& focts, 

And not only did theſe Highlanders ſhew their Aﬀec- 
tion to their King and Country, but the Weſtern Coun- 
ties followed their Example. The City of Gla/gnw raiſed 
a Regiment at her own Expence, which was pgs 

| | Wit 
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with Arms from the Caſtle of Edinburgh, in the fame Manner 
as regular Troops, and put under the Command of the 
Earl of Hume. The little Town of Paiſh having taſted 


the Fruits of Trade, and Advantages of a Thread Manu- 


factory, raiſed a Corps of 210 Men. The Shire and 
Town of Renfrew, from much the 1ame Motives, arm- 
ed in Defence of the Conſtitution, under the Earl of Gen- 
cairn; in a Word, the whole weſtern, ſouthern and 
eaſtern Parts vied with each other, in exerting them- 
ſelves on this Occaſion. Mean Time, the northern 
Storm is raging beyond the Forth, and many unhappy 
People carried down the Stream of Rebellion. 

For now the French dropped in among them with their 
Privateers, and were received in the moſt affectionate Man- 
ner. In ſome Places of Buchan, the very Boys wore 
white Cockades, and formed themſelves into Companies; 
while thoſe of riper Years declared for the Pretender ; the 
vaſt Tract of Country from Forth to Spey, being in the 
Hands of the Enemy, great Excefles were committed up- 
on the Inhabitants; feveral Noblemen and Gentlemen's 


Seats were plundered, their beſt Effects either carried off 


or deſtroyed, and their dwelling Houſes in a Manner made 
a Dunghill, In the County of Angus, about 5000/7. was 


levied under Pain of Military Execution; and the Ceſs 


was laid on in the moſt undue Proportion; Perth, Dun- 
dee, and the Country around, was one Scene of Horror 
and Oppreſſion, Robberies were conſtant, even in the 
publick Streets, and in open Day. The Families of Diſ- 
tinction left their own Houſes, to be free from the Sight 
of ſuch Devaſtation ; Men were even preſſed, under Pain 
of being burnt in their own Habitations. 
The Shire of Fife, remarkable for her Martial Heroes 
of old, and her induſtrious Inhabitants at preſent, was vi- 
ſited by them; for on the 27th of December, a Party of 
Highlanders and French, under Major Nairn, came to 
Dumferling, where they raiſed the Ceſs, and committed 
ſeveral Exceſles, as they had done at Ala before; not 
content with the publick Money, they aſſeſſed ſeveral 
Gentlemen in conſiderable Sums, which they raiſed with- 
out Regard to Circumſtances. The little Shire of Kinroſs, 
conſiſting of about four Pariſhes and an half, ſhared the 
Fate of her populous Siſter ; for the fame Party demanded 
there a whole Year's Cels: All ſuch as had any way fa- 
voured the Government, were ſeverely dealt with; the 
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Friends of a poor Carrier were forced to pay 13 Guineas, 


for no other Reaſon, but becauſe he had carried one Cap- 


tain Reynolds, a French Officer, on Board one of his Ma- 
jeſty's Ships of War; the People were obliged upen Oath 
to bring in their beſt Horſes, Guns, Swords and Piſtols, 
and make Faith on the ſame. They carried off about 
forty Horſes with all their Furniture, compelled the 
Country People to carry into Perth, 100 Bolls of Meal, 
and 500 Loads of Coals, and plighted the Honour of the 
Commanding Officer for Payment ; but alas! he failed; 
for the Workmen returned without ſo much as their Sacks. 


A few Days after, another Party, under the Earl of Cro- 


marty, came down. By theſe the Sum of 1125 J. was 


demanded of the County : However, the Money was not 


raiſed, though indeed ſome Houſes were pillaged, the Poſ- 
ſeflors abuſed, threatned with Burnings, and all the diſ- 
mal Effects of military Execution. The ſame things might 


be faid of the Places around, but thus much may ſuffice 


by Way of Example. 
What made the Rebel Party in the North more formi- 


dable, was, that Lord John Drummond had landed from 


Dunkirk on the 3oth of November at Montroſe, with 15 
Pieces of Cannon, ſome of which were 18 Pounders, and 
600 Men, ſeveral of whom, being forced into the French 
Service, embraced the firſt Opportunity of deſerting. 


However, for ſome Time they made the poor Country 
fee] to their Smart, that an Enemy was in her Boſom ; 


the People were obliged to bring in their Horſes, and car- 
ry their Artillery, ſome Pieces of which took about twen- 


ty Horſes to draw them: their Proviſion, Ammunition, 


and other Neceſſaries were alſo tranſported by them, with- 
out the leaſt Compenſation ; the Corps ſeparated into dif- 
ferent Parties, and were cantoned in the Towns along 
the Coaſt, while the main Body repaired to Perth, where 
was the grand Camp of the Rebels. There they fortified 
themſelves, and planted their Artillery ſo conveniently, 
that to force them, would have proved a difficult Taſk. 
And now Lord Lewis Gordon, whom the Pretender left 
behind him, for ſecuring the Landings from France, got 
together a Body of deſperate Perſons, moſt Part of his 


own Name. But not judging his Force equal to what 
might be expected from one of his Birth, he acted con- 


trary both to the Law of Nature and Nations, uſing the 
worſt of Means to augment his Numbers. Every Perſon in 
| the

the Shire of Aberdeen worth 8 J. 65. 8 d. Sterling of valued 
Rent, was ordered, under Pain of military Execution, to 
pay 57. Sterl. or furniſh an able bodied Man; ſeveral un- 
fortunate People, otherwiſe peaceable, came in ; his 
Troops were ſoon augmented to 500 Men, while ſeveral 


others chuſed to pay the exorbitant Demand, ſo that in a 


little Time he raiſed about 13o00/7. Sterl. Moreover, the 
Earl of Cromarty with a conſiderable Body of the Mac- 


 Fenzies, to the Number of 300, had advanced to the 


Head Quarters at Perth, and about 300 of the Macinto/bes, 


with 150 Farghuarſons (a Branch of the Catti) likewiſe 


came in; ſuch a powerful Party appearing under the Viſ- 
count of Strathallan in the North for the Pretender, at laſt 
prevailed on ſome of the Fraſers, under the younger Lovat, 
to throw off the Maſk, and openly to eſpouſe that Cauſe, 
which their unfortunate Lord had been favouring in a clan- 
deſtine Way, ever fince the Abdication of K. James. At the 
time of raiſing the independent Highland Companies, a 
Captain's Commiſſion was conferred on his Lordſhip, who 
behaved very ungenerouſty with thoſe People, that liſted 
with him. He would muſter up ſome few of his Te- 
nants, whom he exerciſed, and remitted to them ſome 
Trifle of the Cane or Carriage Service, for which they 
were at his Beck to make their Appearance at the Publick 
Reviews. The Camerons and Mac Donalds are his Neigh- 


bours; Clunie MacPherſon was married to his Daughter; 


all of theſe would ſometimes talk very freely with him, 
which by an inſinuating Way he encouraged them to do; 
he digged in an eaſy Mine, and whatever things they ad- 
vanced, he was ſure indirectly, perhaps by a Smile, a 
Geſture, a Glaſs, or ſome ſuch Way, to reliſh. He 
would be very ready to feed their Superſtition, and work them 
up to a Belief of Improbabilities; he had a Way of tracing 


Genealogies, and would tell them Stories of Killirransey, 


Dunkeld and Cromdale, magnifying the Actions of their An- 
ceſtors to the Skies; he would ſay ſuch a Sword and Tar- 
get, your honeſt Granafather wore that Day, and would 
entertain them with interpreting Prophecies and Dreams, 
Sc. I knew a Gentleman of the Name of Campbell, 
who dreamed ſomething very ſtrange in the Time of the 
Rebellion 1715, relating to the Government, which he 
communicated to ſome People; the Story ran up and 
down, and came at laſt to the Fars of Lord Lovat, upon 


whom it made no very great Impteſſion, till about 21 


Years 
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(78) 
Years afterwards, that he wrote a Letter to the Gentle- 
man's elder Brother, for a Copy of it. He would inter- 
pret it to the Satisfaction of the Clans, ſo much as to in- 
flame their Inclinations to Arms, and ſtir up their Spirits 
to rebel: He was Maſter of all the Viſions and Traditions 
of the credulous People that had lived in the Country for 
many Years. He would mention the Exploits of the Scots 
in France and elſewhere, unriddle the Prophecies of 
Thomas Learmont and many others, too tedious here to 
mention ; and by ſuch Methods as theſe, and others of 
the fame Kind, he has promoted the Rebellion more than 


any Man in the Britiſo Dominions; but now from his 


Conduct it appears, that the Thread of his Policy was ſpun 
too fine, ſo that it fail'd at laft in the Maker's Hand; and 
to crown all, he died a Roman Catholic, tho' he fre- 
quently endeavoured to get a Seat in the Aſſembly as an 
Elder of the Church of Scotland. 
The Clan of this ſubtle Lord, firſt marched under Pre- 
tence of ſeeking ſome Cattle which had been ſtollen out 


of the Aird, but ſuddenly diverted their Courſe to Fort Au- 


guſtus, in order to ſeize upon the Soldiers in that Place; 

but being prevented, by the timely Succours from /zver- 

refs, they marched to Perth, to the Number of 400 Men. 
The Earl of Loudon appriſed of the Deſigns of the Fra- 


ſers, wrote to Lord Lovat, and in his Majeſty's Name, 


demanded that he would deliver up the Arms of his Clan; 
he even went with a Party to Caſtile-Dotunie, againſt 


which he planted Cannon, and carried old Simon Priſoner 


to Inverneſs; but in a few Days he found Means to eſcape. 
About this Time ſeveral Letters paſſed betwixt the Lord 
Preſident and him, wherein the former lays open the In- 
gratitude of his Lordſhip to the Government for their 
many Favours to him. Lovat's Anſwer was drawn up in 
the moſt crafty Terms; he throws the whole Blame on 
his unnatural Son, who had acted thus without his Ad- 
vice; and points out the Remedy againſt the Clans Riſing, 
dix. granting them 25,0007. Sterl. to keep them quiet; 
makes mention of the Battle of K:/l:cranky in a Manner ve- 
ry hohourable to the Rebels, and concludes in ſo comt- 
cal a Way, as does not deſerve a Place in any Hiſtory. 
On the 3d of December, Loudon ſet out for Fort Au- 
guſtus, with 600 Men, ſupplied the Place with what was 
wanting, and in his March, intimated to the People of 
Stratherrici what they were to expect if they joined the 
N Enemy; 
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(99). 

Enemy ; ſcarce was he returned to /rverne/s (on the Bth) till 
he heard of the diſmal State of Affairs on the other Side of 
the Spey. To prevent the Evil from ſpreading further, he 
detach'd the Laird of Mac Leod with 500 Men, towards 
Elgin, and the next Day Captain Munro of Culcairn with 
200 Munroes: The MacLeods taking the Rout of Cullen, 
and the other, that of Strathbogie. Next Day the Mon- 
roes croſſed the Spey and followed the Grants, who reti- 
red from thence to deſend their own Eſtates, to the great 
Misfortune of the other Commanders; for had they march- 
ed on, tis not to be doubted, but either young Gordon 
would have fled to Angus, where he would have. been 
ſhut up, or elſe have been worſted in the Skirmiſh I am 
ſoon to relate; the Conſequence of which would have 
been, that not only Aberdeen, the third City in the Na- 
tion, and almoſt the whole North, would be put into the 
Hands of the King's Troops, but the future Landings 
from France had been prevented, which would have been 
ſo effectual a Check to the Arms of the Rebels, that per- 
haps the Scene had directly cloſed. Gordon, who had 
threatned Strathſpey with Fire and Sword, thought fit 
to retire before the Grants to Strathbogie, whither 
they followed. Mean Time, the MacLeods arrive at 
Old Meldrum on the 19th, and the Monroes at Aldrain on 
the 21ſt. Next Day, each directed their March to Inve- 
rury, where they joined: By the Time the Monroes had 
got their Billets upon the Country, Weſt of the Village, 
the fartheſt about two Miles diſtant, the others entred the 
Town. The whole Corps got Orders to be in Readi- 
neſs about Six next Morning, to march for Aberdeen and 
drive the Rebels from it; but theſe were countermanded 
on hearing of the Reinforcements which Lord Lewis had 


got from Montroſe and Aberbrothoch. Next Day, 50 


Men were ſent by the Way of Kintore, to get Intelli- 
gence of the Motions of the Enemy; they eſpied 2 Men 
on Horſeback, whom ſix of them purſuing a great Way, 
the two Rebels carried ſuch a Conſternation to Aberdeen, 


that thoſe of their Party turned out, and drew up to the 


Welt of the Town. 
But now an Expreſs from Lord. Loudon to Mac Leca, 


ſetting forth, that his Buſineſs with Lord Lovat would 


not allow him to ſpare any Reinforcement, being inter- 


cepted at Turref, by the Rebels, Lord Lewis, directly 
called a Council of War, in which it was reſolved to 


march fectetly and attack the Enemy, who, they judged,

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would be ſecure in Expectation of the Clan of the Guns, 


He ſet out in the Morning of the 23d, with about goo 
Men, and marched by the Bridge of Don, with 800-to 


ſurprize them in Flank, while the other 100 took the 
common Road. About an Hour after Sun-fet, ſome of 
the Mac Leods, going to the South-End of the Town to 
relieve the Centries, eſpied white Colours upon the De- 
Clivity of a Hill, and approaching by the Side of the Parks 
of Keith-hall, "9 

Mr. Mac Leod and Culcairn, hereupon went to the 
South End of the Town, and in an Inſtant very advan- 
tageouſly drew up the Mac Leods, to wait for the Enemy, 
now in full march to attack them, They at this Time 
were entering the Water of Ury, above the Baſs, (a little 


artificial Mount, fituated on- the South-Eaſt near the 


Church) but here they were kept in Awe by the Fire of 
the King's Men, and ſo retiring a little, croſſed at a Place 
called the Miln of Keith- hall, and advanced by the Way 


of the Baß, now betwixt them and the Royaliſts ; but 


no ſooner do they come out from this Fence, than they re- 
ceived a ſecond Salvo from the Mac Leods, which obliged 


them to double their Pace towards the Church upon their 


Right ; when here, they wheeled with their Front to- 
wards the King's Forces; there was nothing now be- 


tween them but an Aſcent, which equally ſcreened both 


Parties from each others Fire ; as General Gordon had re- 
tired behind a Houſe for Safety, the French, who were there 
under Lord Lewis Drummond * advanced firing, which 
was anſwer'd very briſkly by the Mac Leads, till they ob- 
ſerving there were regular Troops among their Ene- 
mies, and that a Body of choice Men were croſſing 
the Don, a little below the Town, they ſounded a Re- 
treat, which they executed regularly thro' the Midſt of the 
Place. Culairn's Corps had no Share in the Action, for 
upon hearing the firſt Platoon, they fled out of their 
Quarters in the greateſt Confuſion, fome one Way and 
ſome another. Mac Leod's People went to S7rathbogie, 
14 Miles from the Place of Action, and next Day re- 
tired to the other Side of the Spey, till they ſhould be re- 


inforced. Such was the Skirmiſh at [averurie, in which 
were kill'd on the Side of the Koyaliſts 7, and 15 wounded, 


and on that of the Rebels about 30, ſome of whom 
were carried down the Water, wherein they were ſhot

dy a Party of twelve Men, poſted. in a Corn-yard, near 
the Side of the River. As ſoon as Victory declared fot 
the Rebels, they ſurrounded the Town, and took about 
49 Pritoners, whom they treated in a very ſtrange 
Manner. Lord Lewis Gordon went into an Inn, and 
called for Wine, among ſome of the Priſoners. From 
the Healths he propoſed, any Perſon may form an Idea 
of him: His firſt Toſt was, Here's Confuſion to al 


„ the Mhigs. His ſecond, © Damnation to all the 


« ig Miniſters.” And his third, “ Succeſs to the 
e Arms of the French King,” Next Day he ſent a 
Detachment to Strathbogie, where hearing of Mac Leod's 
croſſing the Spey, they returned, and on the 26th directed 
their March to Aberdeen, The Priſoners who were whole, 
were moſt Part ent to Perth, and the wounded kept at 
Aberdeen for their Recovery. . The Enemy continued 
Maſters of the Country, augmented their Numbers, and 
favoured the Landings from Abroad, till called for to 
aſſiſt at the Battle which ſoon afterwards enſued. 
Upon the 25th of November, the Milford took a Pri- 


vateer called the Lewis of Dunn, and brought her 


into the Road of Leith, and on the 6th of December, 
the Priſoners were landed and eſcorted to Edinburgh 


Caſtle, by a Detachment of Ligonier's Foot, and the 


late Gardner's Dragoons, amidſt a prodigious Mul- 
titude of Spectators. Their Number was about 206, 
Officers and private Men included, with 330 Stand cf 
Arms, Bayonets, and Cartridge-boxes, as many Broad- 
ſwords with Braſs Handles, a great Number of Bridics 
and Saddles, Harneſſes, and Collars for Horſes. The 
Officers ſeemed much concerned; but ſome of the Men 
were no Way affected; they were moſtly Native 11/5, 
or Frenchmen deſcended from Britiſb and 1ri/þ Parents: 


Thus the Deſign of the Rebels got a Check, while the 


Government was viſited with a Misfortune in return; 
for not only had the Fox Man of War of 40 Guns, 
been overſet and deſtroyed, but the Hazard Sloop fell 
into the Hands of the Enemy, on the 1ſt of December. 
That Veſlel having got Notice of a Landing at Mon- 
troſe, ſailed to the Mouth of the ER, in order to deitroy 
the French Men of War, that had convoyed the Troops, 
They engaged her very cloſely, the one by her Side, and 
the other on her Stern; by the Tide ſhe was driven 
wühin Reach of a Battery, which the French had erected 
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at the Entrance of the River; the Engineers on Shore 

played furiouſly upon her, ſo that after acting all that 

could be expected, at laſt ſhe was obliged to ſtrike to the 

Enemy ; who carried her to Dunkirk, where ſhe was 

turned into a Privateer, called by the Name of The Printe = 
Charles Snow, and three Times ſent with Troops, Mo- ©. 
pey, and Ammunition for the Uſe of the Rebels, till 7 
ſhe fell, at a very critical Juncture, (of which in its Place) 

into the Hands of her former Owners, who reſtored her 

to her old Name and Service. Such was the State of |

or wounded in the Service; 300 J. was ſent to M. ade 
to be applied according to his Direction, for the more 


ſpeedy Recovery of the ſick Soldiers under him, in Aug- 
mentation of the Allowance granted by the Crown on 
that Behalf: This commendable Zeal of the Subjects, 
was however, anticipated by his Majeſty, who on the 
27th of November, out of his private Purſe, ordered all 
the Soldiers under his Royal Highneſs, and General ade, 


two Pair of Shoes each; a noble Example of Goodneſs, 
and worthy that Care and Clemency, for which his Royal 


and illuſtrious Family have been eminently remarkable : 


And indeed, without ſuch Aſſiſtance, the poor Men could 


not have endured the Fatigue they underwent; but thus 
animated, they marched to Scotlaud; the Gentlemen of 


the Counties through which they paſſed, contributed a 


Fund for their Uſe; each Soldier had a Pound of Beet, 
a Pound of Bread, a Glaſs full of good Scots Spirits, and 


. a Bottle of Ale; beſides the People of the Country, fo 
liberally ſupplied them, that their Kindneſs was look d

St. Ninians, and Bannockburn. Being thus in a 
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fore they entered Edinburgh, yet were they received with 
all poſſible Demonſtrations of Joy; the City was finely 
illuminated; the People huzza'd ; the Militia lined the

On Sunday the 4th, General Huſe arrived in Town, 
as did Mr, Thornton of Chattel, with his Troop. And on 
Monday the 6th, General Hawley came in. The Dragoons 
went out to meet him at Preſton; but he upbraided 
them with their Cowardice, and defired them to put up 
their Swords at that Time, and ſee to uſe them better in 
the Hour of Action. On the 1oth, the whole Forces 
being ready for Battle, and near to the Enemy, there 
remained nothing but to march toward Stirling, and dif- 
poſſeſs them of their Poſts ; however, it was judged pro- 
per to wait a little for refreſhing the Army, after the 
Fatigues of a Winter Campaign. CO wo 9 
Mean time the great Care and Anxiety of the Rebels, 


Was to have up their Artillery. The Pretender had no 


ſooner come to Bannockburn, than he diſpatched Lord 
George Murray to Ala, to confer with Collonel Drum- 
mond, about tranſporting the Cannon upon Floats ; theſe 
two ſurveyed the ſevera] Paſſages upon the Forth, and 
at laſt agreed, that the moſt proper Way would be to 
carry them over on Board of a Brigg which they had 
ſeized ; for their further facilitating the Paſſage, they had. 
erected a Battery of Cannon on the Pier of Alla, and 
another at Heigens-Nuick ; but even in this, they met 


with ſome Difficulties; for the Pear? Sloop had failed up 


the River, to prevent the Paſſage of the Forth in theſe 
Parts : By this Time, they with great Labour, brought 


two heavy Cannon of 12 Pounders about by the Frew, 


while 3 of four Pounders which they carried along with 
them from Glaſgow, were conducted to the Hill of Arith, 
and planted there to annoy the King's Ships, and hinder 
their advancing up the River ; this Battery was ſupported 
by 400 Men, drawn from their Rear- Guard ſtationed at 
Falkirk, Captain Faulkner in the Vulture Sloop, being 


arrived at Inverteithen Road, ſent a Cutter and ſome Boats 


before him for Intelligence, theſe failed up the Forth to 
Kincardin Road, where they lay. Next Morning the 
Vulture came into that Place, where being inform- 
ed that two Veſſels at Kincardin, were in Danger of being 
ſeized by the Enemy, ſhe ſent ſeveral armed Boats Arey 
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( 39 ) 
them, which they did without any Loſs, notwithſtanding 
ſome Platoons from the Town. In the mean time, the 
Tide fell ſo low, that ſhe could not return that Night to 
the Road; which the Rebels obſerving, they opened a 
Battery of three Pieces of Cannon, and early in the 
Morning began ro play upon her unexpectedly; their 


Fire was anſwered by the Sloop; two of their Cannon 


were diſmounted, one of their Engineers was killed, and 
Perth received a Wound, which though not mortal, oc- 
caſioned his being confined to his Bed, and rendered in- 
capable of any further Action. The Enemy being driven 
from the Town and Battery, withdrew to the Point of 


Elpbinſtoun, where they erected a four Gun Battery, for 


guarding of the Paſs. Lhe 5 
Col. Leighton came to the Aſſiſtance of the Pearl 
and Vulture, with 300 Men on the ꝙth; when it was 
agreed to attack the Brigg at Alba, which had two Can- 
non on Board; for this Purpoſe, 50 of Lightoun's Men 
were ſent in a large Boat, with the Ship's Boat manned, 


and armed to lie all Night a Mile above Alla, to pre- 


vent the ſaid Brigg's going up the Firth that Night; but 


on paſſing the Town, they unluckily grounded, and 


were diſcovered; the Rebels beat to Arms, and fired 


from Right to Left very near half a Mile, but were at 
too great a Diſtance to do them any Harm, except 
killing one Man, and taking of the Leg of another ; for 


as the Sand was ſomewhat-quick, and the Sea too deep, 
the Enemy thought it improper to run in their uſual pre- 
cipitate Way upon them, eſpecially as in their Attack, 
they would be expoſed to the Fire of regular Troops; 


by this Means Time was ſpent, till the Boats floated, and 


then failed off. A ſecond Attack was reſolved upon next 


Morning; for which Purpoſe, Leighton's Men were land- 
ed, while the two Sloops britkly attacked the Battery 
which the Rebels had erected at Elphingſtoun, within 


Muſket-ſnot. Three of fheir Cannon were diſmounted ; 
but one of the Sloops taving her Cable cut aſunder, 
ſt.e was by the Strength of the Ebb Tide forced from 
her Station; and the two Pilots in the other, having each 
loſt a Jegg, were obliged to give up the Enterpriſe ; 
in this whole Affair only two Sailors were killed, and 
'ten or twelve wounded, but the Land Forces received 


no Damage, The only Good -reaped by the Govern-

Sade the Hazard Sloop, and their other Veſſels) were 
antoned 1000 Men, compolcd of 400 French, 300 Gor- ; 
ons, and about 300 under the Command of Sir James 0 
Kinuloch of Nauey. ; We 
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Every Thing being in Readineſs upon the 13th, Major 
General Huſt marched for the Relief of Stirling-Caſtle, 
with five old Regiments, viz, Mauro's, Cholmondley's, 
Price's, Ligonier's and Batterau's, with the Glaſgow Mi- 
litia, and the Remains of Hamilton's and Gardner's Dra- 
goons; they arrived at Zin{ithgow about 4 o' Clock, and 
had almoſt ſurpriſed 1100 of the Rebels, under the Con- 
mand of Lord Eleho, and Lord George Murray ; but a VS. 
faithful Friend gave them Notice of the Approach of the EF 
King's Troops, who entered .the one End of the Town, | 2 
While they were retiring over the Bridge at the other, 
with the utmoſt Precipitation. On the 14th, the Regi-. 
ments of Howard, Pultney and Barrel, marched to Br. 
ravſtounneſs, to be at Hand to ſupport General Huſt. | 
Fleming's, Blakeney's and a Battalion of Sinclair's marched 1 
on the 15th. Next Day General Hawley, ſet out, and : 
ten Pieces of Braſs Cannon, which were brought from 15 
the Caſtle of Edinburgh, followed; that ſame Morning _ 
General Cobham's Dragoons paſled the City, without halt- YF 
ing, from Dalkeith, where they were ſtationed the Night 
before; Mr. Thornton likewiſe accompanied the Troops 
with his Yor#/hire Blues, as did ſeveral other Volunteers. 
Upon the 16th, Huſt with eight Regiments marched 
from Linlizthgow to Falkirk, where at Night the whole 
Army arrived, and encamped to the Weſtward of that 
Village; next Day 1300 of the Argyle/bire Highlanders 
under Colonel Camplel came up to the Camp. 
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(691) 
The Armies were fo near each other, that on the 17th, 
they came to a general Engagement, of which there have 
been very contradictory Accounts, The King's. Troops 
were kept in Readineſs for an Attack, and Centries were 
placed for a Mile round. The Rebels too were ready to catch 
at every Opportunity, and embrace every Advantage: the 
Officers of the King's Army came to the Reſolution of 
waiting for the Enemy in their Camp; but they on the 
other Hand reſolved to. proceed and attack the King's 
Troops. Early in the Morning, all their Forces, except 
ſome few, left at Stirling either for puſhing the Siege, 
or for ſecuring their Retreat, were drawn up in a Line 
of Battle, a Mile Eaſt of Bannockburn, then their Head 
Quarters, within four Miles of the Royal Army, They 
continued under Arms till about Twelve o' Clock, when 
they received Orders to march on and attack Hat. Im- 
mediately Lord George Murray, put himſelf at the Head 
of their Army in two Columns; the Lines marching about 
200 Yards diſtance from each other. They paſſed the Water 
of Carren at Dunnipace, where they firſt eſpied the King's 


Forces: At this Time Lord Fohn Drummond, who that 


Day had the Command of the Left Wing, had gone 
with moſt of the Horſe to reconnoitre the Royaliſts. 
He made a Feint of marching by the North Side of the 
Torwood, in order to attack the King's Men, who upon 
ſeeing them, began to draw up in order of Battle to re- 
ceive them; the Generals finding the Rebels did not ad- 


vance, and that their Colours ſtill remain'd unmoved in 


the Wood, and judging thro' Miſtake, that the Corps 
they obſerved, was the main Body, unluckily permitted 
the Troops to dine, which they had ſcarce done, when 
the Rebel Army was ſeen marching towards ſome riſin 

(rounds upon a Muir, a Mile South-weſt from Falkirk , 


the Troops immediately got under Arms, formed in the 


Front of the Camp, and bent their March towards the 
ſame Grounds, the Rebels got up the Hill before the 
King's Forces, for the former now in full March to meet 
them, obſerving the Wind to be from the South, endea- 
youred to have it for them. . 
The firſt Line of the King's Army, extending from 
Left to Right, was compoſed of the Regiments of Wolf, 
Cholmondley, Pultney, one Battalion of the Royal Scots, 
Price's and Ligonier's in the Centre; the Dragoons on 
the Left; The ſecond Line was made up of Blakeney's,

The Rebel Army was formed thus, extending from — | 
Right to Left, the Battallions of Keppoch, Clanranald Ap- * Ip 
pin, and Lochiel, who had 3 Battallions, Cluny, and the "8 
Maſter of Lovat in the firſt Line; 2 Battallions of Athole WM 
Men, 2 Ditto of the Angus Militia, under Lord Ogilvy, "= 
and 2 under Lord Lewis Gordon, the Farquarſons of Brae- | 
mar, and the Mac Kenzies, commanded by Lord Cromarty 
and his Son in the ſecond Line; the Pretender, with a- 
bout 450 Horſe, attended by the French Ambaſſador, was 
in the Rear, almoſt oppoſite to the Centre, but more in- 
Clining to the Right; as there was a Moraſs on the Left 
of the King's Army, the Right of the King's outlined the 
Enemy, ſo that their Left was oppolile to the Centre of 
the Royaliſts. 

The Dragoons, ſtationed x upon the Right with the Ar- 
tillery, were pretty near due South and North, forming 
almoſt a right Angle with the Front Line of the Foot, 
which was inclined North-eaſt, the Space between the 
two Lines widened toward the Right; and any Perſon 
would have been apt to think an Army of 9ooo Men, 
7000 of which were regular Troops, might have defeated 
the Forces of the Enemy conſiſting of about 7500 Men, 

had not ſome unlucky Accidents happened, ſuch as the 

Army unſeaſonably taking a Dinner, and not proceeding 
at firſt Sight towards the Enemy, by which Means the latter 
got the Advantage of the Ground, the Wind and Rain: 
Things being in this Condition, the Dragoons were or- 
dered forward to take Poſſeſſion of a riſing Ground upon 
the Right of the Enemy, who obſerving this, ſent the 
Battallions of pin, Keppach, Clanranald and Lochiel, to 0 
diſpute the ſame with them; becauſe the poſſeſſing this N 
Hill, would turn the Wind upon the Faces of the Rebels. \ 

The Dragoons marched on with great Reſolution Sword 
in Hand, Gardner's were led by Lieutenant Colone! 
Whitney up to the Muzzle of the Guns of the Rebels, 
who opened; ſome Cavalry rode thro* them, and receiv- 
ed their Firc, both in Front and Flank, upon which the 
Horſes reel'd and ſcattered, threw ſeveral of their Riders 
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they communicated to ſome Corps of the Infantry; and 
their main Body falling in upon the Glaſgow Militia, put 
them into Confuſion. At this Time, a violent Storm of 
Wind and Rain drove full in the Front of the Royaliſts, 
who began to fire tho? very irregularly ; but alas, that 
prov'd fatal to ſome of the Dragoons, now flying off be- 
tween the two Armies. The Foot being diſordered, a 
Flight enſued of almoſt the whole firſt Line, except Ba- 
rel's and Ligonier's Regiments, under General Cholmondley, 
who rallied, and brought them on to the Charge, anima- 
ting them by his own Example. The Rebels ſeeing the 
Diſorder, threw away their Guns, and purſuing with 
their uſual Impetuoſity, they ran down the Hill upon 


the Royaliſts, now broke and flying for their Lives: But 


General Hus+4, whoſe Bravery will ſhine in the Britiſb An- 
nals, as the Deliverer of the King's Army that Day, with the 
above two Regiments, the old Buffs, and the Royal Scots, 
who made a Motion to the Right, by a continual Fire made a 
great Slaughter, and drove them back up the Hill with the 
utmoſt Precipitation ; they endeavoured to come upon his 
Wing Sword in Hand, but received ſuch a terrible Fire, 
as effectually check'd their Fury; for the General had 
ordered the firſt Line to kneel, but not to fire till the 
Enemy was juſt within Reach of their Bayonets, 
whereas the 2d and 3d Line kept them in perpetual Mo- 
tion. Mean Time, Brigadier Mordaunt rallying ſome Re- 
giments, to whom ſeveral who were ſeparated from their 
own "repaired, led them on with great Reſolution ; and 


the brave Colonel Francis Ligonier, who died at Edin- 


burgh of a Quinſey ten Days after, brought the Horſe back 
to the Field; theſe drew up to the Right of General 
Huſt's Diviſion, who by this Time huzza'd the Enemy, 
but they wanted Stomach to come on again, They con- 
tinued in this Situation, till near Night, when the Horſe 
were ordered to march up to the Field where the High- 
Janders were lirſt ſtationed; but there was no Enemy to 
be ſeen, except at a Diſtance, General Hawley was now 


retreating with ſuch of the Troops as had not recovered 


the firſt Conſternation to Falkir#, where they halted and 
drew up; and General Huſe obſerving the Night was very 
Stormy, and that it would be deſtroying the Men to ſtay 
any longer, withdrew from the Field, with all Marks of 
Honour, However, as Captain Cunningham of the Train 
of Artillery, had deſerted it, (for which he was juſtly 

broke) 
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1 . 
broke) as the Drivers had run off with the Horſes at the 
Beginning of the Action, and as the Cannon had ſunk 
into the Ground, now moiſtned with the Rain, it was 
impoſſible to get them off, yet the Grenadiers of Barrels 
Regiment got together ſome Ropes, which they faſtned 
to one of the Pieces, and drew it to Faltirꝶ, where Horſes 
were found to bring away two more; the Tents now 
very wet, were abandoned by thoſe who were to car- 
ry them, ſo that ſuch of them as were not burnt, fell in- 
to the Hands of the Enemy. As the Night continued to 
advance, it was agreed, for Fear of an Ambuſh, to march 
the Troops to Linlithgow, and put them under Cover. 
As they filed off, the Argyle/hire Militia were drawn up at 
the Eaſt End of the Callender Park in a Line, along which 


they marched and arrived at Lithgow that Night, and 


next Day came to Edinburgh, where Things were in a 
general Uproar and Confuſion : For ſome of the Horſes at 
the Beginning of the Action, having run off after their 
Riders were diſmounted, occaſioned various Conjec- 
tures; and ſuch of the Men as fled off at the fiſt 
Onſet, gave the Alarm; and the Conſternation continued 
till about 9 o'Clock at Night, when a Letter to the Lord 
Juſtice Clerk undeceived the People, and an Huzza was 
raiſed. Had the Rebels purſued their Way, and got be- 
twixt the Troops and Faltirꝶ, tis not to be doubted but 
they might have taken many Priſoners, for the Firelocks 
were ſo ipoiled, that their Powder would not burn ; ſome- 
Soldiers, while on the Field of Battle, endeavoured five 
Times to diſcharge, but were ſtill prevented by the Storm: 
Never could the Highlanders wiſh for a Day more favour- 
able for their Broad Swords than this, when not one Gun 
of 5 would fire, and not the 20th Man of the Royaliſts diſ- 
charged ; but as nothing happens, in the Courſe of Things 
without Cauſes, ſo here, when a Detachment of their Ca- 
valry was going to purſue the Dragoons in their firſt Diſorder, 
John Roy Steuart, cried out, Gentlemen keep your Ground, 
theſe are only Copes Dragoons : You have the Battle yet to 
fight. Colonel Drummond, obſerving the Royal Scots to 
wheel, took that for a Flight, and ſaid, theſe Men be- 


, baved admirably well -at Fontenoy, and yet they are flying ; 


I fear there is an Ambuſcade: And directly Orders were 
given for the Rebels to keep their Ranks: But laſtly, at- 
ter General Huſ# had marched off the Field, the Earl of 
| Kilmarn«ck, Colonel of the Pretendet's Life-Guard or 
| | | Huſſars, 
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Huſſars, being well acquainted with the Country, deſired 
a Detachment, which he offered to lead. thro' a much 
nearer Road than that of Falkirk to Lithgow, by which he 


would intercept the Forces, but this was oppoſed. 


In this Battle were ſlain on the Side of the Rebels, a- 
bout 300 Men, but none of Note, and as many wounded, 
among whom Lochiel and his Brother, alſo Lord John 
Drummond, thro? the fleſhy Part of the Arm, by a Ran- 
dom Shot from one of the Soldiers Firelocks at Falkirk. 
And Glengary's ſecond Son, then Colonel of his Regiment, 


was ſhot accidentally at Stirling. There was one Major 
Mac Donald of Keppoch's Regiment, taken Priſoner in the 


following manner: He had ſeized one of the Dragoons 
Horſes, which he mounted; the Creature on hearing the 


Drums beat to rally, rode off with him: He endeavoured 


to thro' himſelf off, but was carried ſo furiouſly that he 


could not, and the Horſe never ſtop'd till in the midſt of his | 


own Troop, where the Major was diſarmed and ſecured. 
On the Side of the King's Troops were killed about 
200 Men, among whom Lieutenant Col. Mpitney; Cor- 
nets Monk and Crow of Ligonier's Dragoons, and a great 
many other Officers. * 
Few of the Foot ſuffered, the Loſs chiefly falling on the 


Dragoons, of whom 170 were left upon the Spot, and 


30 taken, with about 206 other Priſoners, but theſe, for 
moſt Part, of the Glaſgow and other Militia, the Volun- 
teers, and By-ſtanders, who fooliſhly went to view the 
Engagement. Captain Thornton, with 17 of his Com- 
pany, ſhared the fame Fortune, tho” he afterwards found 
means to eſcape. But the chief Man among the flain, was 


Colonel Sir Robert Munro of Foulis, who being on Horſe- 


back, and receiving a Ball in the Breaſt, dropt ; his Brother 
Doctor Duncan, a Phyſician, obſerving this, being behind 


the Lines unarmed, rode in to his Aſſiſtance, but alas, they 


were both miſerably ſlaughtered, to ſuch a Degree, that 
had not Sir Robert been known by his Corpulency, his 
Body had not been diſtinguiſhed ; next Day the Pretender 


ſent up to the Field, where both Sir Robert and Colonel 
Whitney were known, carried to Falkirk, and honourably 


interr'd. 


While the Rebels are diſpoſing of the Priſoners in ſeve- 


ral Places, ſuch as the Churches of Falkirk and Stirling, 
and in the Priſons of theſe Towns and elſewhere, the Pre- 
tender twice ſummon'd Sz:r/ing Caſtle, on the 18th, to ſur- 

| . render 
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render. The Rebels were the more earneſt to have that 
Fort in their Hands, as it wou'd have ſecured their Com- 
munication with the Northern, as well as the Weſtern 
Parts of Scotland, whereof it may be called the Key; but in 
this they were much diſappointed, for General Blakeney's 


Anſwer was, That he was always lo#d upon as a Man of 
Honour, and the Rebels fhould find he would die ſo: The 
Seige therefore was continued, but proceeded very ſlowly, 


as well from their own Ignorance in, and Unfitnels for 
beſieging Towns, as from the Diſpoſitions made by the 


Garriſon, then conſiſting of 600 Men, for a vigorous De- 


fence. They made ſo conſtant and ſometimes ſucceſsful a 


Fire upon the Men at Work on the Batteries, and thoſe 
employed in placing the Faſcines, whereof they had col- 


lected a great Number, that the Highlanders, the Flower 
of their Troops, refuſed to go near them: The 1ri/þ Bri- 
gade and Colonel Drummond's Regiment, were ordered to 
that Service, but theſe had been ſo much diminiſhed by 


Deſertion, and the late Battle, that ſcarce 300 of them 


were left. At laſt on the 24th, two Batteries were com- 
pleted: Theſe though erected under Cover of Woo 
Packs, did little other Hurt than damage the upper Part 
of the Walls. Mean time they ſent the Priſoners taken at 
the late Battle to Down Caſtle, where they were ſhut up 
and met with great Hardſhips, through want of Proviſi- 
ons ; for though the Rebels had taken Care to ſeize all the 
Meal they could get in the Country, yet a Scarcity was 
viſible among them, to which the Burning of their Boats, 
that paſſed over the Forth, by the King's Sloops, not a little 
contributed.---And not only are the Beſiegers in Diſtreſs 
for want of Subſiſtance, but new Diſputes began to ariſe 
among them. At the Action of the 17th, the Clans and 
French Picquets were the only People who ſtood in the 
Field; for ſome of the other Corps, ſuch as the Angus 
Bartalions, and thoſe who joined them at Edinburgh, be- 
took themſelves to Flight in an Inſtant, and ſoon came to 
the Camp before Stirling. The former complained much 


of the whole Weight falling upon them, urging, that 


if ſuch as they brought with them, were once exhauſted, 
they could not be recruited from the Places whence they 
came; theſe Complaints they laid before the Pretender, 
who ſmoothed them with fair Promiſes from france, 


which at that Time they expected. O Sullivan began now 


to be envied, and he to diſdain their Councile, being cha- 
| grined 
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grined at their not following his Advice; he with Sir The- 
mas Sheridan, who had almoſt Nothing to loſe, were ſup- 
poſed to have too much of the Pretender's Ear, and ſolely 
to govern his Counſels, while they whoſe Lives and For- 
tunes ſtood engaged, were in a Manner diſpiſed by the 
Iriſh Favourites; the Adventurer obſerving their Diſguſt, 
thought of appeaſing their riſing Reſentment, by confer- 
ing Poſts upon their Officers, advancing each a Rank 
higher than he was, and treating them with ſomewhat 
more ſeeming Confidence; yet ſtill theſe Politicians reign- 
ed in his Cabinet, and even at the general Conſultations 
their Opinions prevailed. 

It will not appear incredible that the Rebels gave out 
that the Victory at the late Battle was theirs, 'T hey pub- 
liſhed an Account, that they killed 600, took 700 Priſo- 
ners, all the Baggage, Tents, Arms, Ammunition and Ar- 
tillery : Attributed the Eſcape of the King's Troops to 
the Storm which favoured their precipitate Retreat, and 


| blamed the Inequalities of the Ground, interſperſed with 


ſuch Riſings and Hollows, that their Right could not per- 
ceive what was doing on their Left; diminiſhing their Loſs 
to only 40 killed, among whom two Captains, and ſome 
Subalterns, with about 80 Wounded, But ſo little Weight 
had theſe Boaſtings upon the Inhabitants of the Country, 
that they, wholly convinced that the Want of Succeſs was 
owning to the Tempeſt, continued their Offices of Kindneſs 
to the King's Troops, and did Things highly irritating to 
the Enemy: The Populace, who roſe in Arms upon the 
I 6th, and liberated the Officers taken at the Battle of Pre- 
ſton, from their Confinement at St. Andrews, Cowper, Le- 
fie, Glams, Culroſ and Pitferren, whither they had been 
{ent ſome Time before, notwithſtanding the Pretence of a 
Victory on the Part of the Rebels, carried them to £din- 
burgh, where they arrived on the 19th, | 
While the Chevalier is pacifying his Clans, and buſy at 
the Siege of Stirling Caſtle, the Generals of the King's 
Army are preparing every Thing to try the Fortune of a- 
nother Battle. A Court Martial, of which Erigadier Mor- 
daunt was Preſident, directly fat for the Trial of ſome Of- 
ficers and Soldiers for misbehaving at the late Action; the 
Guilty were ſeverely Puniſhed, and the Innocent acquit- 
ted and encouraged to their Duty, The Glaſgow Miliia 


were now honourably diſmiſt, as the Time they were en- 
gaged to ſerve was expired, * Officers unanimouſly 


aflured 
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aſlured the Generals, that they were willing to ſerve their 
King and Country at their own Expence, and that they 
would be ready at a Call, whenever their Attendance 
ſhould be judged neceſlary, or in the leaſt Degree uſeſul. 

One cannot be jurprized that a Conſternation all over 
England accompanied the News of the late unfortunate 
Action: To recover People from their Aprehenſions, his F 
Majeſty ordered 16 Pieces of Braſs Cannon, with Stores, ' 
and about 40 Gunners and Matroffes, to ſet out from New- = 
caftle, for Edinburgh, at which Place they arrived upon | 
the 26th, he likewiſe appointed the Dragoons of General 
Bland ar d St. George, with the Duke of Kineflow 8 Horſe, | 
to reinforce the Army, which he now ſent his own Son 
to command, 3 

No ſooner was the Event of the Battle of Falkirk con- * 
firmed at Court, than the Duke flew like an Arrow to Mm 
check the Pretender's Progreſs. He ſet out from S.. L 
James's about One of the Clock in the Morning of he 
25th, and arrived at the Abbey of Holyroodhouſe upon the 
30th, about Three in the Morning. The City, in Ex- 
pectation of him the Night before, expreſſed their Joy, 
for the coming of their Deliverer, by the moſt ſplendid 
Illuminations, Ringing of Bells, and other Demonftra- 
tions of Gladneſs. He went to Bed, roſe at Eight Þ ® 

o'Clock, wrote to his Roya! Father, and the Duke ef W 
Newcaftle, about the State of Affairs, and then received 1 
thote who came to him; the General Officers firſt waited 
on him, with an Account of what had paſt ; the Soldiers, much | 3 
diſhearined at the late Diſaſter, crowded to him; his very FX 
Preience raiſed them almoſt from ' Deſpair, to a Covi U 
dence of Victory. No ſooner had he got rid of the Com- 
pliments of the Nobility, Gentry and Clergy, than, una- 
ble to ſtay a Moment from Action, he walked down 

Stairs, and viewed the 16 Pieces of Cannon in the Cloſe. 
As he came out of the Gate, the Drums ruffed, and 2 
loud and continued Huzza enſued; but unmindful of the 
Acclamations of the Multitude, he paſſed along the Can- 
non, placed in two parallel Lines, and never took his Eye 
from off them: After Dinner, he order'd an Inſpection 
of the Arms and Ammunition of the Soldiers, who were 
ordered to be in Readineſs by Four next Morning to 
march, Accordingly, at the Time appointed, all were ready 

to proceed. They were not now incumbered with Multi- 
tades of idle Spectators; ; for,” not only had — 
cen 
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been made from the Pulpits, that all, except ſuch as 
brought Proviſion and Forage, or Information, for the 
Army, ſhould be fired upon, if they preſumed to ap- 


proach within a Mile of it without a Pals, but the Dra- 


goons of Hamilton and Ligoneir were ordered to patrole 
along the Roads leading Weſtward from Edinburgb, to 
prevent any Intelligence coming to the Enemy. About 
five in the Morning, they ſet out in two Columns, con- 
fiſting of 14 Battalions of Foot, the Argyleſbire High- 
landers, Cobham's Dragoons, and Lord Mart Ker's, which 
laſt, and two of the Battalions of Foot. viz. the Scots 
Fuzileers and Semple's, were not in the late Action; fo 
that by the Reinforcements they got, their Lots at it 
was more then made up: General Huſ# led the Van, and 
the Artillery brought up the Rear. The Duke following 
the Troops, put himſelf at the Head of the Royal Scots, 
and with eight: Battalions went to Lithgow, where he 
quartered. Brigadier Mordauut, with fix Battalions, 
marched to Borrowſtounneſs, the Dragoons to the adja- 


cent Villages, and the Argyle/hire Men in Front, towards 


the Avon; next Day the whole Army was put in Mo- 
tion, formed in Order of Battle; and they all paſſed in 
Review before their illuſtrious General as they drew up. 
When the Highlanders paſſed, he ſeemed much delighted 
with their Appearance, ſaying, They lk very well, have 
Breeches -—and are the better for that. Then they pro- 
ceeded, expecting every Moment to engage; and ar- 
rived at Faltirꝶ about ten in the Morning, when to their 


great Diſappointment, no Enemy was near them: For 


on hearing of the Arrival of the Duke, they held a Coun- 
cil of War, in which the grand Queſtion was, Retreat 
or Fight? The Pretender and the Foreign Officers were 
for the latter ; Lord George Murray and the Highland 
Chieftains declared for the former, alledging the Increaſe 
of the Royal Army, and the Diminution of their own : 
for about 1500 Highlanders had repaired to their wild 
Habitations, with the Spoils of Ergiand, of the ſouthern 


Parts of Scotland, and the Booty got at Preſton and Ful- 
kirk. In a Word, the Siege of the Caſtle of Stirling was 


raiſed, ere the Hero, whoſe Name bore the Force of an 
Army, was within 23 Miles of it. On the 31ſt they 
moved off their Baggage, with about 20 Pieces of Cannon, 
having ſpiked up ſome others, and croſſed the Forth at 
the Frei: But before they retreated, there was a con- 
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ſiderable Quantity of Powder and Ball, laid up in the 
Church of St. Ninian, to which they attempted to ſet 
Fire, but the Train miſled ; However, about ſeven 
Stragglers going to the Church in Queſt of Prey (for 
great Quantities of Houſhold Furniture had been hid 
in it) in the mean Time, a private Man, called Mac- 
Intoſb, at the Defire of a French, Engineer, came to 
the Window, and fired a Piſtol through it ; the 


Shock was ſudden, the Powder blaz'd, the Plunderers, 


the Incendiary, the Seats and Roof blew up in the Air; 
the Stones flying about the Church-Yard, a. few of the 
Town's People were ſtruck, while the whole were ſtunned 
at the terrible Convulſion. The Report was heard by the 


Royaliſts, who rightly judged it an Indication of a Re- 


treat, while the Rebels taking it for an Attack on their 
Rear, redoubled their Flight to Crief, where they held a 
Council of War, in which they appointed /zverne/s for the 
Place of Rendezvous. They now ſeparated into two Bodies, 
one of which took the Rout of Perth, which they con- 


tinued entring from nine in the Morning of the 2d, Feb, 


till the 4th, when the Place was enlirely evacuated by 
them. Here they nailed up 13 Pieces of .Braſs- Cannon, 
about 8 and 12 Pounders, and threw the Swivels taken 
out of the Hazard Sloop, into the Tay. From hence 
ſeven Pieces of Cannon and fourteen Carts with Am- 
munition, were eſcorted by Lord Lew:s, Gordon's Men, 
who went for Dunkeld, crofled Braemar, in their Way 
to the North ; Majors Nairn and Kenneay went by Dun- 
dee; the French, the Life-Guards, Lord Ogiluie's, Pit- 
ſligo's, Elchoe's, and Sir Fames Kinloch's Battalions, with 
Lord George Murray, took the Road of Cowpar of Angus, 
and proceeded to Montroſe, wherè they put two Pieces of 
Cannon, on Board of a ſmall Boat, which coaſted along, 


and kept pace with them; thence they marched to Aber- 


deen, and then directed their March, ſome by O1d-Mel- 
drum and Bamff, and others by [nverurie and Strathbogie, 
where Lord George Murray halted two Days, when he 


' proceeded to meet the Pretender, now haſtning forward 


to the Place appointed. | 

He, with Perth, Kilmarnoch, Lord John Drummond, 
Nairn, Brigadier Stapleton, Secretary Murray, the French 
Ambaſlador, and the Clans, paſſed along Taybridge to 
Dalnacardich, which through lingring at Fairntoun, and 
ſome other Places, he did not reach till the 7th ; next

Day he diſpatched Couriers to thoſe Mac Pherſon's, Ca- 
meron's and Mac Donald's, who had retired with Plun- 

der from his Camp ; theſe, in Proſpect of more, reſorted 
to him, ſo that from the 1oth, that he appeared before the 
Caſtle of Ruthven, to the 14th, his Numbers encreaſed 
to 3000 ſtrong: The Garriſon of Ruthven being ſummon- 
ed to ſurrender, the Siege only laſted till Lieutenant 
Molloy obtained of Glenbucket to come out on Parole: 
This being agreed to, that Officer with his Command, 
Viz. 12 Men, were conducted to Blair, leaving the Bar- 
racks, on which the Government had beſtowed vaſt 
Sums, to the Highlanders, who inſenſible of their own Ad- 
vantages, directly blew them up. From thence he ſent 
Deputies to the Grants, then in Arms for the Govern- 
ment, threatning them with a Viſit if they did not em- 


brace a Neutrality. Hereupon four Gentlemen of that Clan 


came to him in Name of the reſt, embraced the Terms 
propoſed, and gave Hoſtages for the Performance of 
them. After this he marched to Moy, the Reſidence of 
the Laird of Mac lntoſb, where he lodged : And now, 
the Earl of Loudon, being at {rverne/s, within 8 Miles 
of him, contrived to ſurpriſe him. He conſulted two 
Officers, and laid down his Scheme of ſeizing the Pre- 
tender in the Night Time. The Deſign being approved, 
about 3 in the Afternoon of the 16th, Centries were 
poſted at the Avenuecs, and Intimation was made to the 
Town's People, to keep within Doors, and to the 
Officers of each Corps privately by himſclf to repair ta 
Barnſbil, to the Eaſt of the Town at 6 o'Clock, all 
which was obeyed. When they were drawn up, his Lord- 
ſhip walked along the Line, directed each company to 
follow the Guides he had aſſigned them: He ordered 
them to fire upon any Body of Men they might ſee, 
tho' not to trouble any ſmall Company, except for In- 
telligence ; but an Accident ruined this Scheme : For 
about four Men of the advanced Guard being ſent before, 
the reſt miſtaking them for the Enemy, fired upon them, 
and killed a Piper. I | | | 
The Report of the Guns ecchoed through the Hills, 
and the Rumour of Lord Loudon's Approach, ſounded in 
the Ears af the Pretender, who was ſitting at a Fire 
with his Garters looſe, and Shoes untied. In that Diſha- 
pille, flying out of the Houſe, he took to his Heels, 
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ran three Miles, and roam'd through the Wilds till next 
Mor ning, when he was found by his Party. Lord Loudon 
finding his Plan thus diſconcerted, retreated to his former 
Camp, and waited the Motions of the Enemy, now re- 
covered from their Conſternation, and in full March to 
attack him in {rverneſs ; which he, not thinking him- 
ſelf able to defend, abandoned, and went to Inverbrealy, 
where he eacamped. OR 
In the mean Time, the Rebels took Poſſeſſion of the 
Town, and laid Siege to the Caſtle, then ſufficiently 
provided for a Defence, They planted Cannon on the 
Trenches which Lord Loudon had digged, and ſent a 
Drum to the Governor, viz. Major George Grant, a 
Brother of the late Sir James Grant, to demand the 
Place. After ſome parlying, it was agreed that all Firing 
ſhould ceaſe ; but the Rebels contrary to the Treaty, 
advanced toward the Garriſon in the Dark, and broke 
Ground to the Eaſt of the Town, about 21 Yards nearer 
than before; a Friend having Intelligence of what was 
doing, found Means of conyeying Letters to the Gunner, 
who communicated his Advices to the Governour. The 
Guns were then brought to bear upon the Trench, whence 
the Rebels were driven with Precipitation, ſcarcely taking 
Time to carry off their wounded Men. They now 
betook themſelves to an old Kiln, where they planted a 
large Piece of Cannon, and fired upon the Garriſon. Next 
Day both Sides furiouſly plied each other, with no great 
Loſs to either. But not to dwell on the Particulars of a 
Siege of ſmall Importance, I ſhall only obſerve, that 
the Garriſon were obliged to ſurrender on the gd Day, on 
very poor Terms, which were folely owing to Grant, 
whoſe Cowardice and bad Conduct cannot but reflect 
Diſhonour upon himſelf, I had almoſt ſaid upon his Name. 
When all was over, the Pretender came into the 
Town, now in the Power of his Troops, and had the 
Pleaſure of ſeeing the principal Garriſon in the North in 
his Hands; in it were found 12 Pieces of Cannon, 
100 Barrels of Beef, 16 Barrels of Powder and Ball, 
befides other Ammunition and Military Stores: A Go- 
vernor was immediately appointed, but his Command 
was ſhort-lived; for as the Highlanders complained of 
the Forts and Garriſons among them, it was judged pro- 
per to raze theſe as they fell into their Hands: A Train 
of Powder was laid before the Baſtions, which —_— 
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cefſively blown up; at one of them 4 French Captain 
(the very Perſon who directed the burning of St Ninian's 
Church) with a ſmall Dog, made too near an Approach: 
The Engineer look'd into the Train from a Corner, 
while the Animal ſtood upon a large Stone directly 
above it ; the Powder firing, a Whirl from it blew the 
Captain up in the Air, and he fell into the Water about 


two Yards from Shore, where he was taken up quite 


dead. The Dog was flung to the other Side of the River, 


where he fell into a Yard newly digged, but received 


little Damage, being preſerved from Suffocation by the 
Stone on which he ſtood. Thus a Fort was demoliſhed 
on which the Government had expended 50,000 /. | 

After this the Chevalier twice detached a Party of 2000 


Men under Bariſdale, by the Way of Beulie, 6 Miles 


from Inverneſs, to fall upon Loudon ; but twice they re- 
turned without Succeſs, for his Lordſhip had effectually 
cut off their Purſuit, by ſtaving the Boats, which as he 
paſſed the Ferries, were hawled to the oppoſite Shore; 
however, once it was rumoured, that a Skirmiſh had hap- 
pened, in which the Royaliſts were defeated, and the Laird 
of Mac Intoſb, one of their Captains killed. The News was 
gladly received, the Pretender gave a Ball, and danced 
with the Lady, to comfort her for the Loſs of her 
Huſband, He then ſent a Detatchment to Fort Augu/ins, 


which being naturally weak, eaſily fell into their Hands. 


This Fort they turned into a Place of Confinement for 
the Priſoners whom they could not tranſport, and ſo 
it continued until the Day before the Battle of Culleder, 
when it was blown up. The Country People, dazzled 
with theſe Inſtances of Succeſs, brought them Proviſione, 
and did what Kindneſs they could to the Rebels, who froth 
the Time of the Surrender of Fort George, were haſtning up 
to de mp. e 0! 1 

The Troops which took the Coaſt Way, began on 
the 16th to enter Agin. That Day, 30 Horſe croſſing 
the Spey, advanced to the Town, where they demanded 


Billets for 5000 Men, and Stables for 400 Hotſes. Of 


ſome Gentlemen, they 1 rg 1000 Stone of Hay, 10

Load of Straw, and 20 Bolls of Oats, under Pain of 


Military Execution: Next Day 100 Cheſts of Arms, 
Powder and Ball, eſcorted by a Party of Roy Stewart's 
Regiment came in, and ſome Hours after, Lord Elho's 
arrived, Theſe Cheſts had been landed from two Spaniſh 
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Privateers which brought Money and Ammunition : one 
of theſe was afterwards taken and burnt, but the other 
got ſafe to Duntirł, were ſhe communicated the News 
of the Pretender's Rout. On the I7th, their main Body 
artivec, Here as in moſt Towns on the Road they drew 
up, ſurrounded the Croſe, proclaimed the Pretender, and 
ended the Scene by drinking Healths, Huzzaings, beat- 
ing of Drums, and throwing Glaſſes over their Heads. 
On the 18th, they marched to Forreſs and Nairn, leaving 
at Elgin, Lord Lewis Gordon's Corps, ſome Farghuarſons 
and Horſe under Lord Pitſligo, and arrived at Inverneſs, 
the very Day the. Garriſon ſurrendered. The ' Cuſtoms 
and Exciſe were exacted through the Country, the Ceſs 
Books were brought in, thoſe liable were not only or- 
dered to pay in their Arrears, but 5 J. was laid on every 
8 J. 6s. 84. of valued Rent, and demanded on Pain of 
military Execution, which was put in Force againſt thoſe 
who refuſed to comply. After this they ſettled in their 
Camp, but ſent Detachments 30 Miles around them, till 
2 13th of April, three Days before the Battle of Cul- 
a: i: | 

Let us now return to the Duke, who entered S/er- 
ting on the 2d of Feb. but ſtaid there only till the 4th, 
when the Arch of the Bridge, that had been blown up 
by General Bla#eney, for retarding the Progreſs of the E- 
nemy, was repaired, with the Timber the Rebels had pro- 
cured. That Day the Army marched, and came to Crief 
on the 5th, Parties were now ſent to ſeize the Dutchels 
of Perth, and Viſcounteſs of Strathallan : Theſe Orders 
were executed, and the two Ladies eſcorted to the Caſtle 
of Edinburgh. Perth's Horſes which were of the fineſt 


Brood in Britain, were ſecured ; and the Hay and Forage 


in the Parks, ſeized for the Service of the Dragoons. 
Next Day they proceeded to Perth, where Magazines of 
Proviſions were laid in. Detatchments were now ſent 
out to ſecure the Paſſes; Sir Andrew Agnew was diſ- 
patched to Dunkeld, with 500 Foot, and 120 of the 
Campbels; Lieutenant Colonel Leighton, with 500 to 
Caſtle Menzies, and others to the reſpective Places, by 
which *twas apprehended the Rebels might return to the 
tow Lands. : 43 
About this Time, viz. February the 8th, 5000 Heſ- 
ans arrived at Leith; they were really very fine Troops; 
armed with Guns, Bayonets, and Swords; , 
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Blue, turned up with white; their Huſſars, about 500, 
looked extreamly well, wore Scymitars of a great Length, 
which hung by a Cord tied round their Body. Their 


Horſes were long tail'd, of a ſtrong Make, and gene- 


rally black, of a much leſs Size than thoſe of the 
Britiſh Army, but more durable and fit for Uſe, being 
moſtly Swedi/h, which are reckoned among the moſt 
ſerviccable in the Northern Nations. | 
While the Army continued here waiting for Proviſions 
which were ſent them by Sea, the Duke was ſometimes 
in Danger of his Life. Some Deſperadoes were taken 
up in Women's Cloaths, with Arms concealed about 
them; in particular, John Roy Stuart, bound himſelf 
with an Oath, that he would bring the Duke's Head to 
the Pretender. For this Purpoſe, he got a ſoft Skin, upon 
which he ſewed an artificial Beard, put on the Habit 
of a Countryman, and went into Aberdeen, driving a 
Horſe with Forage for the Dragoons; mean time a young 
Man accidentally coming to an Inn, where ſuch Cir- 


cumſtances were told him, as made him conjecture Mr. 


Steuart's Deſign, he repaired directly to the Camp, and 
informed General Bland of the Project; whereupon the 
Ports of the Town were ſhut, the Avenues were guarded, 
and a general Search was made, but the Aſſaſſine was hid 
in a Hay-Loft by one who ſtood his Friend. This Plot 
hindered his Royal Highneſs from going to the Church, 
| becauſe it was given out, that the Deſign was to be 
executed there; however, he as uſual roſe at four, re- 
viewed his Troops, appeared at publick Entertainments, 
and walked the Streets with his Officers. He likewiſe 
ſent out Parties to ſcour the Country, one of which 
conſiſting of 200 Foot and 80 Horſe, marched up the 


Don, to ſeize upon the Rebel's Magazines, and to recover 


the Booty of the Southern Counties» which they con- 


ceal'd; the Miniſters ſhewed them the Shallows and Fords, 


directed them to the Magazines and valuable Effects then 
buried in the Snow, upon the Tops and Sides of the 
Mountains. During this Search, none but actual Rebels 
were moleſted. Inſtances may be produced of this: A 
Party of Soldiers went to a diſaffected Gentleman's Houſe, 
and robbed it; the Officer was tried and broke for his 
Pains; as was another, for taking ſix Guineas from a

1. His Highneſs's Coach; 2. The Prince of Hoſtnbirg 
The led Horſes; 4. His Serene Highneſs himielf with 
everal Nobility, Gentry and Officers around him; 5. 
The Col, of the Huſſars with his Corps, holding their 
Sabres naked in their Hands; 6thly, The Coaches; 7thly, 
The Earl of Crawford, with three Huſſars and drawn 
Sabres; Bthly,' the covered Waggons; 9thly, the Col. 
of his Highneſs's Guards in a Chaiſe ; the Baggage clos'd 
the whole, He had all the Honours paid him at Edin- 
burgh that could be expected; ſeveral grand Balls and 


Concerts were given, at which was the moſt numerous 


Appearance of Nobility and Gentry of both Sexes, parti- 
cularly on the 21ſt of February, the Night preceeding the 
Anniverſary of the Birth of his Conſort the Princeſs Ma- 


ry of England. As he entered Stirling, the fame Ho- 


nours were paid him as before were paid to the Duke ; 
thence: he moved to Perth, where he encamped, and 
continued to ſend out Detachments to ſcour the Country. 
One of theſe, viz. 20 Huffars marching to Dunkeld, as 


they drew near, a Body of the Enemy on the oppoſite 


Shore, fired upon them, and obliged them to keep off. 
Next Day, the Prince and Earl of Crawford came up 
with the reſt, and kept the Rebels in play, while a Body 
of | Horſe croſſed at a Place called the Wet Boat, and 
matched on with great ſwiftneſs Sabre in Hand; as they 
adyanced, the Enemy fired ſome random Shot, which 
killed one Man, and wounded three, and then withdrew. 


Prom this Time nothing happened till the 16th of April, 


except a few Incidents which I ſhall now relate. 

©" Lord George Murray being encamped at Daaiſptaer in 
Perihſbire, with a ſtrong Party, laid a Scheme for ſurpriſing 
the Campbells at Blairfitty, Rannach, &c. in the Night of 
the Seventeenth. Accordingly about Ten in the Even- 
ing; his Men fet out in different Parties; the Country 
People gave em the ſureſt Intelligence; they arrived at 


the Places appointed, and ſeized upon 200 in their Beds. 


ew were prepared for Defence, from the ſhort Alarm 
05 got, and before they could put themſelves in 2 Poſ- 
ture to reſiſt, were overpowered and ſecured, Howerer, 


- 
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ſome had Time to retreat, and lay on their Arms till 
next Morning, when Murray appeared at a Diſtance. 
The Royaliſts however kept their Ground, and the Ene- 
my not advancing upon them till Night, they moved off, and 
ſent to the Prince of Heſſe and Earl of Crawford, to inform 
them of their Diſaſter, and the hazard the Remainder ran 
from the Circumſtance of lying in a Country where the 
Houſes are ſo few. Hereupon the Troops from Perth 
were call'd in, a great Body of Heſſians and Dragoons 
marched toward Blair, then cloſely beſieged. From the 
Time they. ſet out from Dunkeld till their Arrival, they 


were conſtantly alarmed by Shots from behind Buſhes and 


Thickets of Wood, tho' thoſe in Ambuſh ſtill ran off as 
the Huſſars and Dragoons advanced to attack them. Per- 
haps this was to alarm their main Body, then lying in 
wait at a Place clad with Shrubs, over againſt the Paſs of 
Killicranky,; by good Fortune the Royaliſts were appriſed 
of the Plot, and inſtead of marching down the common 
Path, the Foot fetched a Compaſs around the Height, 
while ſome Huſlars with the Cannon in Front, ſafel 
rode toward the Paſs where a ſmall Bridge is built a+croſs 
a Riyulet which runs into the Tay, over which four Meg 
could ſcarce walk a Breaſt; the Enemy rightly judging 
the Foot were deſigned to croſs the River above, and at- 
tack them in Flank, while the Cannon were to play up- 
on their Front, directly fled towards Blair, the Siege of 
which place was now raiſed. 3 


The Rebels now retired towards Ruthven, whence La- 
chiel had been diſpatched, with the Mac Donalds, Camerons, 
and French Piquets, to beſiege Fort Villiam then prepared for 
an obſtinate Defence. By the 20th, they began the 
Siege of the Fort, (the. Town having been burnt, and 
the Inhabitants, forced to retire to the Garriſon), by diſ+ 
charging 17 ſmall Bombs of five Inches and a half diame- 
ter, weighing about 16 or 18 Pounds each, from the Su- 
gar-Loaf Hill, about 800 Yards from the Place; next Day 
they came nearer by 400 Yards, whence they diſcharged 
84 of their Royals, and continued to approach till the 1ſt 
of April, that they were within 100 Yards of the Walls, 
during which Time both Parties fired very ſmartly at each 
other, without Succeſs. on the Side of the Beſiegers, 


though otherwiſe on that of the Royaliſts. Three of the 


former were killed, and ſeven or eight wounded, among 
whom Colonel Gront their Chief Engineer; of the latter 


only 
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only two killed, one of whom fell by Accident, and two 
were wounded. The fix Pieces of Cannon taken at Pre, 
ton were recovered by the Royaliſts, and ſome C horns 
and Mortars, with other Arms, which were left by the 
Rebels on the 4th, when the Seige was raiſed, and their Spi- 
rits began to fall from the towering Height to which they 
had riſen. The reducing of the Campbells was now de- 
ferred; the menacing Letter of Keppoch and Lochiel, dated 


from Glenevis, the 20th of March, promiſing to bang a 


Campbell tor every Beaſt theſe had taken from them, was 
no more thought off: The Execution of Vengeance up- 


on them for Rebellion to the Royal! Family fince the Days 


of James VI. was delayed, either from their Diſappoint- 
ment, and the good Order the Argileſbire Highlanders were 
in, who intimated that they were prepared for them, or 
from the Command of the Pretender to repair to the Camp, 
in order to ſtrengthen him againſt the Duke. 

But not only did the Enemy make a Diverſion in A. 


tpbole, and Inverlociy, but likewiſe in Strathbogie and Keith, 


The Parties there, under Roy Stewart and Major Gla/cze, 
abandoned their Poſts on the Arrival of General Bland, 
who had marched, March the 14th, with four Regiments cf 
Foot, Cobham's Dragoon's, Ningſton's Horſe, and ſome 


Campbells. Orders being ſent to /nverurie for the Gene- 


ral to march forward and attack them, he obeyed, and 
was within Half a Mile of Strathbogie before he was diſ- 
cerned. The Enemy then waiting Dinner, immediately 
fled off; only ſome Huſſars drew up on the Green, and 
made a Shew of ſtanding upon the defenfive : But this 
was only to favour the Retreat of the Foot. At Meſter- 
ion, a Mile's Diſtance, - they did the ſame, never breaking 
their Ranks till a Party of Kingſton's Horſe were obſerved 
to ford the Devron below them, and the Campbells to ad- 
vance behind them, and then they betook themſelves to 


Flight. The Van purſued the Rear of the Enemy for 


two Miles; but as the Night was coming on, and the E- 
vening wet and hazy, the Troops returned, leaving the 
Rebels now in full Speed to the Spey. Some few Days at- 
ter a Captain of Highlanders and 30 of Kingſton's Men 
were ſent to Keith, with a diſcretionary Power to act as 
they ſaw-Occaſion : Theſe marched to the Hill above Fo- 
chabers, and then came back. The Rebels, who had cer- 
tain Intelligence of their Motions, reſolved to ſurprize 


them. About 10 O Clock at Night, Roy Stewart with 


his 
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his Regiment, and Major Claſcoe with a few Piquets, 
ſet out, and arrived at Keith about One in the Motn- 
ing. The Avenues to the Town were ſtopt; the 
Major came up to the Centry, who aſked, Who's there ? 
A Friend of the Duke of Cumberland's, replied he: 
But immediately the Man is diſarmed, and a Piſtol held 
to his Breaſt, threatning immediate Death if he cried out. 
Two or three others were likewiſe ſeized ; but one of 
them, eſcaping, alarmed the reſt 3 a Confuſion enſuing, 
King/ton's Horſe were all taken, except five who made 
their Eſcape thro' the French . Centinels, one of whom 
they killed, and wounded ſeveral. _ . 
The Houſes of the Town were ſearched; and ſo cer- 
tain was Roy Stewart's Information, that the Name of 
each Lodger was mentioned by thoſe ſent to ſeek them. 
In the mean time, about 12 Campbells, in the Church- 
yard, fired upon the Streets; but the Rebels ſurrounded 
and obliged them to retire to the Church, which they 
defended, till overpowered by Numbers who fired upon 
them thro' the Windows. Seven of them were killed, 
and five wounded, the reſt. being taken Priſoners in their 
Beds. The Loſs of the Enemy was not certainly known, 
they having thrown the dead Bodies upon Horſes, and 
buried them in their Return. 
About this Time, two Soldiers were taken, by 
the Rebels, and brought to their Camp ; like others, 
they were much dealt with to enter into the Service; 
and at laſt were prevailed on, but embraced the firſt 
Opportunity to attempt their Eſcape. But this being 
prevented, they were tried for Deſertion, and con- 
demned to be hanged. On the Day of Execution, 
the Pretender withdrew ; Mac-Lauchlan, a Prieſt, then 
clad like a Soldier, with Mr. Hay, a Nonjurant Mini- 
ſter, attended them to the Gibbet. They took but lit- 
tle Notice of the Prieſt or the Curate, and read their 
Bibles as they went. When at the fata! Tree one of 
them ſung a Pſalm, which he raiſed himſelf, and gave 
out the Line ſo as to charm the Spectators. But before 
he mounted the Ladder, Mac- Lauchlan defired he would 
leave his Advice, as a dying Man, to all who heard him, 
to be true to the Prince, and to abhor the Service of 
the Uſurper. The Criminal anſwered, - „As a dying 
Man, I exhort all to be true to their Truſt,” intima- 
ting his Sorrow for having at all engaged with the 
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young Chevalier. With that he was ordered to go up 
< Yes, ſays he, I will;” and as he was climbing, he aid, 
de Every Step of this Ladder, leads me a Step new 
«© Heaven.” The other was not ſo chearful or reſigned ; 
but both teſtified their hatred of the Service of their new 

The Rebels foreſeeing they could make no farther Im- 
preſſion on the Quarters of the regular Troops, contri- 
ved to ſurpriſe the Sutherland Militia ; for this End, 
having got all the Boats from Speymouth to Findorn toge- 
ther, by Means of a thick Miſt, they landed, upon the 
Morning of the 2oth March, three Miles Weſt from 
Dor noch, undiſcerned. The Centries ſoon fell into their 
Hands, with about 60 Men taken Priſoners; the Alarm 
was carried Weſtward to the Earl of Loudon; who was 
with the Body of the Militia at the Bonar. Loudon reflecting 
how unequal his Troops were to the Macdonalds under Ba- 
riſdale, the Mac Gregors, and Cromarty's'Corps, with ſome 
others, draughted from the different Battalions of the Ene- 
my, wiſely withdrew to Strathnauern, where an Opportu- 
nity now offered of giving a Blow to the Rebellion. 
On the 24th of March, the Prince Charles Snow was 
eſpied off Peterhead, by the Sheerne/s Man of War, who 
immediately bore down upon her; ſhe made all the Sail 
poſſible thro? the Pentland Firth, and on the 25th appeared 
off of Tongue Bay. The Sheerne/s coming up with her, 
an Engagement of five Hours enſued; 36 of her Hands 
were killed, and ſeveral wounded; ſhe frequently made 
a Signal of Diſtreſs ; but her Friends were not there. At 
Night, ſeeing ſhe could not eſcape the Sheerne/s Man 
of War, ſhe ran a-ſhore on the Shallows, landed her 
Treaſure, and the Men all ſtaid a-ſhore till the Morning. 
Lord Reay, being informed of what paſt, conveened a 
Number of his Vaſſals, who, with about 80 of Loudot's 
Men, and {ix Officers, poſſeſſed themſelves of the Emi- 
nences thro? which the Enemy were to. pals ; the latter 
in their. March were attacked by the Royaliſts, who 
killed ſix upon the Spot, and wounded as many; the 
Diſpute continued till a freſh Corps coming upon them, 
they ſurrendered with their Effects. Thus about 29 
Officers and 120 Soldiers and Sailors, with 12,500 Gui- 
neas fell into the Hands of the Victors. The Priſoners 
were conducted on Board the Sheerne/s, whoſe Captain 
took Poſſeſſion of the Prize; in which were ar 4

| Chefts of Piſtols and Sabres, with 13 Barrels of Powder, 
beſides Ammunition and military Stores, and next Day 
ſer fail for $tromneſs in the Orkneys, where he relieved 
12 Ships in that Harbour, by ſeizing a Privateer of 14 
Guns, that had laid an Embargo upon them. Lord 
Reay, and his Friends, apprehending Cromarty might now 
execute his Menaces, viz. Fire and Sword, which he 
had threatned ſome Days before, embarked with the Trea- 
ſure and Priſoners, and arrived at Aberdeen on the 6th, 
while Lord Loudon croſſed over into Sky with a conſidera- 
ble Body, and there kept a Correſpondence with the Militia 
of Argyleſbire, and with the regular Troops now preparing 
for the grand Deciſion. / 
The Duke underſtanding from Reay, the bad State of 
Affairs in the Northern Counties, and from the Priſo- 
ners, that ſeveral Embarkations were preparing at Dun- 
kirk, whence ſome Ships had landed a few Battalions, 
and 120 of Fitz Fames's Horſe, (the reſt of theſe, with 
their Colonel, being taken on the 24th of February, by 
Commodore Know!es) in the Bourbon and Charite Pri- 
vateers, he prepared to ſet out, having already ſecured the 
Countries of Cha and Ereneſt, and ſome other Parts. 
Every Thing being in Readineſs, he marched on the Sth, 
and by the Way of Olameldrum and Banff arrived at 
Cullen upon the 1th. Here a Party of the Rebel Huſſars 
endeavoured to ſurprize an Out-guard ; but as theſe ap- 
8 too alert for them, they ran off with Precipitation. 
Next Morning his Royal Highneſs, and General Hut, 
marched to the Spey with 15 Companies of Grenadiers, 
the Highlanders and all the Horſe, with two Pieces of 
Cannon. On the Approach of Kingſton's Horſe, a ſmall 
Party of the Enemy lying in Fochabers, croſſed the River, 
carrying ſuch Conſternation with them, that thoſe on 
the other Side made all poſſible Haſte to Elgin; only 
'one Captain .Hunter, and a few others, waited till the 
Horſe were entering the Water; when he fired one of 
his Piſtols upon them without Succeſs, and with the 
other happened to ſhoot his own Horſe through the Neck, 
he immediately jumped off his Back, got behind his Com- 
Tade, and galloped off full Speed. The Duke being come 
to the River, was ſhewed the very Ford, where King 
"Malcolm Canmore, anno 1057, and after him King Alex- 
ander, ſirnamed the Fierce, amo 1107, croſſed over in 
Sight of the Anceſtors of theſe very Rebels his ROyal 
. . Highneſs

Higbneſs was now purſuing, to ſuppreſs: the dangerous 
Inſurrections they had raiſed againſt their Government: 
His Royal Highneſs was the firſt to enter the Water, at 
the Head of the Horſe, who forded it, while the High- 
anders and Grenadiers paſſed a little higher; the Foot 
waded over as faſt as they arrived; and tho' the Water 
came up to their Middles, they went on with great 
Chearfulneſs. In ſhort, they all got over, with no other 
Loſs but that of one Dragoon and four Women, who 
were carried down by the Stream. Thus was one of 
the ſtrongeſt Paſſes in Scotland given up; à Paſs where 
2000 might very eaſily have kept back an Army of 20,000 
Men: A ſure Prelude of the Deſtruction of the Rebels, 
and a Proof of the Duke's Reputation, who made them 
fly as it were, at the Sound of his Name. 
The Troops were cantoned that Night upon the Banks 
of the Spey, and next Day continued the Purſuit, till 
they came to Elgin, which the Rebels quitted on their 
Approach. About a Mile from this Place, the Army 
halted upon the open Field, and dined, the Duke's Table 

being a Drum-Heae. 1 
At this Time the Earl of Cromarty and his Son were 
ſurprized in Sutherland, by the Militia of that Country, 
and made Priſoners, with the greateſt Part of 400 Men 
they had with them. This Affair happened thus: The 
Earl being to march from Dunrobin, to join the Pre- 
tender; Enſign John Mac Kay, lay in Ambuſh to inter- 
cept him. Part of Cromarty's Corps marching before, 
while he ſtaid behind, to ſee a few Bottles out which 
Lady Sutherland, had ordered in to drink her Lord's 
Health. Mac Kay's Men let theſe paſs, and lay ſtill till 
the Earl came up; when they ſuddenly fired upon him 
and his Retinue. Theſe laſt hereupon returned to Dun- 
robin, whither they were followed by Mac Kay, whoſe 
Force however, was much inferior to the Rebels ; but 
be made the moſt of their Conſternation, which made 
them fancy they were purſued by a conſiderable Army. 
Being come to Dunrobin Houſe, Mac Kay demanded to 
ſpeak with the Earl, which being granted, he told his 
Lordſhip, that if he did not inſtantly ſurrender, the 
Houſe would be blown up or burnt about his Ears. On 
this, the Earl deſired half an Hour to conſider of it. 
Mean time Mac Kay went down Stairs, and told the 


Guard, 'twas needleſs for them to ſtand to their mo 
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| my longer, ſince their General had ſubmitted. On this 
2 they ſurrendered, and Mac Kay calling in his People, put 
* them in Poſſeſſion of the Place; then went back to Cro- 
marty, told him there was no Time to be loſt, for his Men 
had yielded; and with that the Earl ſurrendered in good 
earneſt. He was put on board the Hound Man of War, 
and his Son with him, together with one Col. Kendal in 
the Spaniſh Service, and nine other Officers. | 
And now the Chevalier having Intelligence of the Duke's 
Approach, called in his Out- parties on the 4th; and the 
next Day his Army drew out on the Muir, which proved 
the Field of Battle; erected their Batteries, and ſtood to 
their Arms till Night: When in a Council of War, it 
was determined to march and ſurpriſe the Royaliſts, whom 
they ſuppoſed to be in Diſorder, the Effect of that Day's 
Rejoicing, it being the Anniverſary of the Duke's Birth.“ 
At ten o' Clock they ſet out in perfect Silence, and by 
two in the Morning arrived at the Camp. But to their 
great Aſtoniſhment they found the Centries awake, and 
the Piquets on their Guard. Hereupon ſuſpecting the 
Enemy was apprized of their Deſign, they thought proper 
to return; which they did unperceived by the Royaliſts, 
who really knew nothing of the Danger they were in: 
And had the Rebels attacked them thus unexpectedly, 
ee the Pretender would have found an eaſy 
As the Rebels marched back, their Spirits ſeemed damped 
by this Diſappointment ; and the Pretender was exceeding-

Intimating that his Orders 
were flighted, and that he had no Hopes of the enſuing 
Battle. About eight, they atrived at their former Ground, 
and reſted on their Arms: But ſhort was their Receſs from 
this Night's Fatigue; for the Royaliſts, in their Turn; 
were now on their march to attack them: And between 
the Hours of one and two (April 16.) was fought the de-

Thoſe upon the 
Right were ſtill bolder; for in a ſtooping Poſture, with 
their Targets in their left Hand, covering their Head 
and Breaſt, and their glittering Swords in their Right, 
they ran ſwiftly upon the Cannon, making a frightful 
Huzza. They broke in between the Jrenadiers of Ge- 
neral Barrel and Mouro, who had given them their Fire, 
according to Orders, viz, the ſecond and third Rank, as 
they were within 3o Yards ; and the firſt, juſt as they 
were at the Muzzles of their Guns. The Cannon in 
that Diviſion were ſo well ſerved, that, when within two 
Yards of them they received a full Diſcharge of Cartridge- 
Shot, which made a dreadful Havock; while thoſe who 
crowded into the Opening, 8 a full Fire from the 
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Center of Bligh's. However, thoſe who ſurvived po. 
felled themſelves of the Cannon, and attacked the Re- 
giments Sword in Hand; but to their Aſtoniſhment 
they found an obſtinate Reſiſtance; for the Soldier was 
now taught to puſh over the Right-Arm againſt the Right- 
Breaft of his Antagoniſt; and ſome mutually defended 
each other by puſhing againſt that Man who was en- 
gaged with his Right-Hand Comrade.* Some Battalions 
of the Rebels Left, judging theſe Regiments were broke, 
ran up to the Breach ; but in their Way they received 
a moſt terrible Fire, both from the Cannon and ſmall 
Arms of the Right of the Royaliſts; whereupon they di- 
rely ran off, and were purſued by ſome Horſe, who 
made a dreadful Slaughter; while Wolf's and Hleming's, 
which wheeled to the Left of Barrels, with Bligh's 
and Semple's, brought up by General Huſt, made ſuch 
2 continual Fire upon their Flank and Front, as either 
killed or wounded the moſt of that Wing which had 
broke in. The Pretender in the Rear, obſerving the 
Flight of his Men, did all he could to rally them, but 
in vain. The Rout was total; the Dragoons were or- 
dered to purſue: General Bland, and Lord Ancram made 
great Slaughter among the Enemy, now flying like Flocks 
of Sheep before them, and took ſeveral Priſoners of 
Note. The Clans croſſed the Water of Nairn, and got up 
the Way of the Hills, whither it was imprafticable to pur- 
| ſue them; and ſuch as took that Rout were the only People 
that eſcaped, The Field was clear, and the Victory being 
compleat, the Soldiers, warm in their Reſentment, did 
Things hardly to be accounted for ; ſeveral of the wounded 
Men were ſtabbed, yea, ſome who were lurking in 
Houſes, were taken out and ſhot upon the Field, tho 
others were ſaved, by thoſe whoſe Compaſſion was raiſed 
at the Sight of ſo many Victims. This Conduct was va- 
tiouſly conſtrued ; the Royaliſts gave out, that an Order 
was found in the Pocket of one of the ſlain, to give 
no Quarter to the Elector's Troops on any Account 
'© whatſoever.” The Rebels utterly deny the Charge; 
and Lord Balmerino endeavoured to diſprove the ſame on 
the Day of his Execution ; his Intention ſeems to bave been, 
not only to vindicate his Prince, but even to throw an 
Odium upon the King's Troops and their 1

Leader; for my Part, I acknowledge, it's hard to judge 
in the Caſe ; the Conduct of the Soldiers is not to be de-

Pretender was in a Manner the ſame with the Order 
ſuppoſed to be given: Has he not ſaid, From the Be- 
se nefit of which Pardon, we except none, but ſuch as 

« ſhall HE and maliciouſly oppoſe us. And 
« we particularly promiſe, as aforeſaid, our full, free, 
„ and general Pardon, to all Officers, Soldiers, and Sai- 
* lors, now engaged in the Service of the Uſurper, 
* whether of the Sea or Land, provided that upon the 
Publication hereof, and before they engage in any 
Fight or Battle againſt our Forces, they quit the ſaid 
t“ unjuſt and unwarrantable Service, and return to their 
„ Duty.” What is the Alternative of this Promiſe, but 
that they were to expect no Mercy, if they lighted his 
Terms? Befides, it is certain, that not only the actual 
Rebels, but their Abettors, frequently declared that they 
would not afford ſuch kind "Treatment to the Soldiers 
as formerly they had done. On the other Hand, 
the Rebels had enraged the Troops; their Habit was 
ſtrange, their Language till ſtranger, and their Way of 
Fighting was ſhocking to the utmoſt Degree: The Re- 
| bellion was unprovoked, and the King's Troops had 
greatly ſuffered by it; the Fields of Preſton and Falkirk, 
were freſh in their Memory, they had loſt a Gardner, a 
Whitney, a Monro; beſides other Officers, who with the 
private Men that dy'd the bloody Plains, were not killed, 
as In a Battle, but ſlaughtered as by a bungling Butcher; 
twelve or fourteen Wounds on one body, with a Hand or 
an Arm lop'd off, were Sights too frequent after every 
Action. And here before them is the lively Picture of 
ſuch diſmal Scenes; Captain Lord Robert Ker of Barrels 
Regiment, was covered with Wounds ; his Head was cut 
by a Lieutenant of Keppach's Regiment, from the Crown 
to the Collar Bone; yea, he was in a Manner haſhed 
in Pieces; he was a fine Youth, and of noble Birth, 
being Son to the Marquis of ' Lothian: Fhtee other 
Officers were likewiſe cut to Pieces, and their mangled 
Carcaſſes could not but ſtir up the Soldiers to revenge. 
Therefore, if, when they found Vengeance in their 
Power, they violated the ſtricter Rules of Humanity, 
ſome Allowance ought to be made for the Paſſion they 
were inſpired with at that Time. |

Then 
ec all is well to me, replied the King,” and unable to 
ſpeak for Joy, he withdrew for a little, and ordered 
Bury 1000 Guineas, The Joy upon publiſhing the 
News was as univerſal as the Illuminations (the moſt 
ſplendid ever ſeen) were general and delightful, form- 
ing but one continued Blaze. From Britain to the ut- 
moſt Bounds of America was nothing but Gladneſs for the 
great Deliverance, The Parliament, in Teſtimony of 
their Satisfaction, ſettled upon the Duke the yearly Sum of 
250001. in Augmentation of what he formerly enjoyed; 
and wrote him a congratulatory Letter upon his glorious 
Succeſs, to which they received an obliging Anſwer from 
his own Hand. by 1 
The City of Edinburgh was not behind in teſtifying 
her Joy, which was the more heightned, in Proportion 
to her Sadneſs, the Night before, on a falſe Account of 
| the Royaliſts being defeated, and their Leader taken Pri- 
ſoner; for, as at the Battle of Leipfict, Anno 1631, upon 
the Saxon giving Way, a Courier carried the falſe News of 
the Defeat of the Great Guſtavus, ſo at Culloden, the Re- 
bels breaking in upon two Regiments, a Courier went off 
with an Account of the Overthrow of the Duke; where- 
upon Balls and Dances were held by the Jacobite Ladies, 
whoſe Mirth was interrupted, about One in the Sunday 
Morning, by a Round from the great Guns of the Caſtle, 
anſwered by Diſcharges from the Men of War in the 
Road, on the Receipt of very different News. 
This Victory proved deciſive indeed; for not only was 
the whole Force of the Highland Rebels deſtroyed, but

afterwards, perceiving how hard it would be to muſter 
any conſiderable Force againſt the Duke's victorious Ar- 
my, the Project came to nought. : 
About this Time, a ſmall Ship, diſcovering the two 
Men of War, informed the Grayhound and Balti more, 


who being joined by the Terror-Bomb, ſailed up to the 


Ships, who fired firſt a Gun at them, to which they got 


no Auſwer; then hoifting French Colours, one of them 


fired a Broadſide. The Grayhound, by this Time, was 
between the two, who plied her cloſe, and were plied in 
their Turn; and without Doubt, ſhe muſt have fallen a 
Sacrifice, had not the other two raked the French Veſlels 
ſo much fore and aft, as obliged them to ſend their Long- 
bscats a ſhore, for Parties of Highlanders, then lying near 

them. The King's Ships, obſerving this, ſheered off, 
with their Maſts and Rigging much ſhattered, in queſt of 
the Furnace to renew the Attack; but before they return- 
ed, the two French Men of War had failed away, with 
the Loſs of 39 Men, highly diſguſted at the Diſingenuity 


Here Lord Tevat was preſent, 
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of the Highlanders, who did not inform them of the real 
State of the Chevalier's Affairs, till the Money and Effects 
were landed, and the Sea Engagement was paſt. Howe- 
ver, they carried off ſome of the Officers that were there, 
to confirm the News of the Defeat of the Rebels. 

In the mean Time, the Parliament were examining 
ſuch of the Rebel Priſoners as were brought beſore them, 
in order to diſcover the Riſe and Spring of the late Trou- 
bles, and on the 8th, attainted the following Perſons of 
High Treaſon, viz. Perth, the Earl of Kellie, Strathallan, 
and his Son, Lords Elcho, Pitſligo, Nairn, Ogilvie, Lords 


George Murray, Fohn Drummond, and Lewis Gordon, the 


Maſter of Lovat ; Graham Viſcount of Dundee, Mercer 
of Aidie, Sir William Gordon of Park, Secretary Murray, 
Glenbucket, Lochiel and his Brother, Camerons of Torcaſtle, 


and of Dungallon, Clanrannald, Keppoch, Bariſdale, Glen- 


coe, Clunie, MacLauchlan, MacKinnon, Ardſbiell, and the 


other Officers of their Family, Gast, ſenior and junior, 


young Carnwath, and Airth, Roy Steuart, Farquharſon 
of Monaltry, Drumnaglaſh, with ſome few others, known 
only by their Names, and appointed them to be proſecuted, 
unleſs, before the 12th of Fuly, they ſhould ſurrender 


themſelves. None of theſe ſuffered, they having either eſcaped 


or complied ; among the latter was Secretary Murray, 
who having been diſguſted at the Pretender, for turning 
him out of his Office, and ſubſtituting one Mr. Hay in 


his Room, had begun to think of being avenged for the 


Affront; ſome ſay he even wrote to thoſe in Power, with 


an Offer of his Perſon, provided his Life ſhould be ſpared. 


Whatever his Propoſal was, it was agreed to, and the 
better to palliate the, Matter, Murray was apprehended by 
a Party of Dragoons, June the 28th, and conducted te 
Edinburgh, and confined to the Caſtle till July the 7th, 
that he ſet out, under a ſtrong Guard for London; where, 
on Examination, he made ſuch Diſcoveries, as have ne- 
ver yet come to light. One Thing is certain, that he 


was a pretty ſevere Witneſs againſt Lord Lovat, who in- 


veighed againſt him in Court, and deſervedly called him 


by the moſt opprobrious Names. 


Upon Fuly 15th, the Judges ſat at St. Margaret's Hill,

Three very eminent Lawyers went from Edinburgh to 
plead for them. The Judges gave them the utmoſt In- 
dulgence; every Plea the Priſoners adduced, either to al- 
leviate or excufpate, was ſuſtained. Here, of 105 that 
were tried, 30 ſuffered, and 60 obtained the Royal Mer- 
cy, and the reſt were aſſoilzied at the Bar. From thence | 

they went to Ter, where the Jury acted with remarka- 
ble Integrity; but there, as at Carliſie, the Proof of the 
Facts were ſo clear, that it was impoſſible to withſtand it. 
Among theſe, the Trial of two Frenchmen came on; 
their Defence was, That in the Nature of the Thing, 
they could not be conſtructed Traitors to King George, as 
they had not ſworn Allegiance to him. The Plea of the 
one was ſuſtained, as he had come with the Pretender's 
Party in the Heat of the Rebellion; That of the ſecond 
was repelled; as a Diſtinction was made, that tho' he 
owed the King of Britain no natural, yet he was due a 
local Allegiance, having come over under the Protection 
of the Dutch General, who landed with Auxiliaries for 
Support of his Majeſty. On this, the Libel was found 
relevant, and he condemned ; but on his Way to the Gib- 
bet a Pardon was brought him. Here of 74, five were ac- 
quitted, and 20 ſuffered. In ſhort, only 60, by Courſe 
of common Law, were put to Death, for rebelling againſt 
a King, who had reigned 18 Years according to LAW. 
| Whereas 600 ſuffered, Anno 1685, for riſing in Arms 
againſt King James II. or VII. who had not been five 
Months upon the Throne, in which Time he had broke 
_ thro! the very Fundamentals of the-Conſtitution. But the 
greateſt Trial was that of the Earls of Kilmarnoc and Cro- 
martie, with Lord Balmerim, before the Houſe of Lords, 
Fuly the 28th. They were condemn'd to the Scaffold, 
but great Interceſſion was made for the two Earls, tho 
Cromarty only ſucceeded. On the 18th of Auguſt, Kil- 
marnock and Balmerino were beheaded on Tower-Hill, be- 
fore a prodigious Multitude; the former behaved penitently, 
and as one conſcious of his Guilt; but the other with 
great Heat and Reſolution, The next remarkable Trial 
Vas that of Lord Lovat, who was taken in the Trunk of 
a Tree, with a Pair of Blankets about him, in the mu 
| af 
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of a Lake: He was eſcorted to London, confined to the 


Tower, tried, c. and on irreſiſtable Evidence condemn- 
ed, March the 19th 1747, and on the gth of April, was 
beheaded on Tower-Hill., He died with little Concern, 
and like moſt of thoſe who ſuffeted at Lr and Carliſie, 


avowing the Cauſe in which he was engaged. 


As to the Hardſhips of the Pretender in his Flight, I re- 
fer the Reader for a particular Account of them, (as hath 
been obſerved in the Preface) to a Pamphlet lately publiſh'd, 
entitled, The Young Chevalier, &c. And ſhall only ob- 


ſerve here, That at laſt the unfortunate Adventurer, after 


wandering about the Ifles and Highlands of Scotland for 
the Space of five Months, had the good Fortune to eſcape 
on Board a French Ship which carried him to Boulogne. 
And as his Departure put a final Period to the Rebellion, 


It naturally does the ſame to this Hiſtory. 
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
